each  of  the  years  1916  to  1940  inclusive,  denominated  on 
their  face  "The  Town  of  West  Bridgewater  Loan,  Act  of 
1913,"  shall  be  signed  by  the  Town  Treasurer  and  counter- 
signed by  the  Water  Commissioners,  shall  bear  interest  at  a 
rate  not  exceeding  four  and  one-half  per  cent,  and  payable 
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semi-annually,  and  shall  bear  the  authenticating  certificate  of 
the  First  National  Bank  of  Boston.  All  other  particulars  as 
to  the  form,  issuance  and  sale  of  said  bonds  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  the  Town  Treasurer.

The  Trustees  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  anony- 
mous giver  of  a  valuable  set  of  books  entitled  ' '  History  of 
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Travel  in  America;  "  also  to  Miss  Sarah  E.  Laugh  ton  for  ex- 
cellent books  on  Philosophical  and  Literary  subjects.  Many 
other  books  have  been  added  in  the  departments  of  History, 
Biography,  Fiction  and  General  Literature.  We  trust  that 
the  patrons  of  the  Library  will  avail  themselves  of  the  privi- 
leges thus  afforded  for  acquaintance  with  some  of  the  best 
publications. 

Two  new  rules  have  been  adopted:  First,  that  the  cir- 
culation of  magazines  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  regula- 
tions as  books. 

Second,  that  no  books  or  magazines  shall  be  taken  from, 
or  returned  to,  the  Library  except  on  the  regular  days 
appointed  for  that  purpose. 

The  Trustees  have  long  felt  that  the  entrance  hall  of  the 
Library  was  not  in  keeping  with  the  rest  of  the  building. 
Accordingly,  it  was  voted,  at  our  last  meeting,  to  ask  the 
Town  for  a  special  appropriation  of  one  hundred  dollars  to 
remodel  the  vestibule  and  to  make  other  needful  repairs. 

One  of  the  early  benefactors  was  Nathan  Copeland, 
whose  gift  was  in  a  large  measure  used  at  the  organization 
of  the  Library.  An  unexpended  balance  of  his  donation  had 
been  merged  with  other  funds.  By  vote  of  the  Trustees  this 
balance  has  been  placed  to  the  credit  of  ' '  The  Nathan  Cope- 
land  Fund,"  thus  preserving  in  the  records  his  name  among 
those  who  had  donated  funds  to  the  Library.

LAWS  OF  MASSACHUSETTS. 

Sec.  3.  Physicians  and  midwives  shall,  within  forty- 
eight  hours  after  the  birth  of  every  child  in  cases  of  which 
they  were  in  charge,  mail  or  deliver  to  the  clerk  or  registrar 
of  the  city  or  town  in  which  the  birth  occurred  a  notice  stat- 
ing the  date  and  place  of  the  birth,  giving  the  street  number 
if  any,  color  and  the  family  name.  They  shall  within  fifteen 
days  after  the  birth,  mail  or  deliver  to  the  clerk  or  registrar 
of  the  city  or  town  in  which  the  birth  occurred  a  report  of  the 
birth,  stating  the  date  and  place,  the  name,  if  any,  of  the 
child,  its  sex  and  color,  and  the  names,  ages,  places  of  birth, 
occupations  and  residences  of  the  parents,  giving  the  street 
number,  if  there  be  any,  and  the  number  of  the  ward  in  a 
city,  the  maiden  name  of  the  mother,  if  the  full  return  is  not 
made  within  the  forty-eight  hours. 

The  fee  of  the  physician  or  midwife  shall  be  twenty-five 
cents  for  each  birth  so  reported.  A  physician  or  midwife  who 
neglects  to  report  each  birth  within  forty-eight  hours  or  fif- 
teen days  thereafter,  shall  for  each  offence  forfeit  a  sum  not 
exceeding  twenty-five  dollars. 

Sec.  6.  Parents  within  forty  days  after  the  birth  of  a 
child,  and  every  householder  within  forty  days  after  a  birth 
in  his  house,  shall  cause  notice  thereof  to  be  given  to  the 
clerk  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  such  child  is  born. 

The  facts  required  for  record,  as  stated  in  section  3  shall 
so  far  as  known  or  obtainable,  be  included  in  every  notice 
given  under  the  provision  of  this  section. 

Sec.  8.  •  A  parent,  or  other  pereons,  who  by  section  6 
is  required  to  give,  or  cause  to  be  given,  notice  of  a  birth  or 
death,  who  neglects  to  do  so  for  ten  days  after  the  time 
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limited  therefor,  shall  forfeit  not  more  than  five  dollars  for 
each  offence. 

Sec.  24.  The  Town  Clerk  will  furnish  blanks  for  re- 
turns of  births  to  parents,  householders,  physicians  and 
mid  wives  who  apply  therefor.

TWENTY-FOURTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 


To  the  School  Committee  of  West  Bridgewater,  Mass. 

The  statistical  portion  of  the  report  submitted  herewith 
covers  in  general  the  school  year  ending  in  June,  1915,  while 
the  body  of  it  has  special  reference  to  the  events  of  the  cal- 
endar year  recently  closed.  It  has  been  my  purpose  to 
present  only  such  matters  as  should  be  of  interest  to  the 
citizens  of  the  town  and  to  omit  all  irrelevant  subjects  from 
the  pages  of  this  report.  Particular  attention  is  called  to  the 
portion  discussing  the  cost  of  the  schools  and  the  educational 
opportunities  offered  by  them,  also  to  the  opportunities  for 
correspondence  courses  offered  under  the  direction  of  the 
State  Board  of  Education.  It  is  ray  belief  that  all  of  our 
citizens  are  interested  in  whatever  concerns  the  boys  and 
girls  of  the  town  and  that  necessary  appropriations  for  school 
purposes  are  cheerfully  voted.  It  is  hoped  that  this  report  as 
a  rendering  of  one's  stewardship  may  receive  careful  and 
thoughtful  consideration.

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From  the  above  tables  it  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of 
pupils  recorded  in  the  census  of  1915  is  588  or  65  more  than 
the  number  recorded  one  year  ago.  While  our  records  show 
a  fluctuation  in  the  number  of  pupils  from  year  to  year,  there 
is  still,  on  the  whole,  a  somewhat  constant  increase  in  school 
population,  an  increase  for  which  we  must  provide  teachers 
and  schoolrooms.  Our  needs  in  this  respect  have  been  met 
for  the  present  by  opening  a  room  in  the  High  School  build- 
ing for  the  ninth  grade.  This  arrangement  relieved  the  con- 
gestion at  the  Center  buildings  and  at  the  same  time  made  it 
possible  to  give  needed  relief  at  the  Sunset  Avenue  school  by 
transferring  the  sixth  grade  from  that  school  to  the  Center. 
While  this  plan  of  transportation  is  less  expensive  than 
building  new  schools,  I  still  feel  that  it  is  better  that  the 
pupils  of  the  lower  and  intermediate  grades  should  attend 
school  near  their  homes  when  local  conditions  as  to  numbers 
of  pupils  justify  such  a  procedure.  A  study  of  returns  from 
the  different  schools  seems  to  indicate  that  nearly  the  same 
arrangement  of  grades  and  pupils  as  at  present  in  vogue  will 
suffice  for  the  coming  year. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  record  a  remarkably  high  per  cent,  of 
attendance  for  the  school  year  ending  last  June.  This  record 
of  ninety-five  per  cent,  means  that  of  every  one  hundred 
pupils  enrolled  in  our  schools  only  five  were  absent  each  day, 
on  an  average,  for  the  whole  year;  it  means  that  there  must 
have  been  many  days  when  the  attendance  was  perfect,  or 
nearly  so,  to  bring  up  the  average  of  the  days  when  pupils 
were  absent  because  of  .storm  or  sickness.  It  further  means 
a  greater  opportunity  for  effective  work  by  the  teachers  and 
a  correspondingly  greater  return  to  the  tax-payers  in  the 
form  of  dividends,  i.  e. :  boys  and  girls  prepared  for  the 
duties  of  active  citizenship. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  roll  of  honor  given  in  Appen- 
dix D.  One  hundred  and  thirty-three  names  are  recorded  on 
the  roll  this  year,  or  twenty-eight  per  cent,  of  the  average 
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membership  for  the  year.  This  number  is  nearly  twice  as 
many  as  received  recognition  last  year  and  is  a  partial  ex- 
planation of  the  very  high  per  cent,  of  attendance  recorded 
elsewhere  in  this  report,  Of  the  whole  number  recorded  this 
year  fifty-four  received  seven  small  certificates,  fifty-four  re- 
ceived eight  and  twenty-five  received  nine. 

The  annual  tests  for  defective  sight  and  hearing  have 
been  made  with  the  following  results:  Number  of  pupils  ex- 
amined, 455;  number  with  defective  vision,  34;  number  with 
defective  hearing,  8;  number  of  parents  notified,  35. 

The  educational  misfit  is  one  of  the  difficult  problems  of 
any  school  system.  He  may  be  a  defective  child,  sub-normal 
or  simply  backward.  He  is  frequently  considerably  above  the 
age  of  his  associates  in  school  and  for  this  reason  alone  is  at 
times  a  troublesome  pupil,  and  in  some  cases  a  bad  companion 
for  the  younger  children.  In  large  city  schools  this  problem 
is  met  by  grouping  pupils  of  this  class  under  a  separate 
teacher  who  is  especially  adapted  to  deal  with  this  type  of 
pupil.  A  few  months  spent  under  the  training  of  such  a 
teacher  will  often  transform  the  indifferent,  backward  child 
to  such  an  extent  that  he  can  with  profit  take  his  place  in  the 
regular  classes  of  the  school.  In  our  own  system  there  is  a 
growing  need  of  a  separate  room  for  pupils  of  this  type,  who 
must  now  be  dealt  with  by  the  regular  room  teacher.  The 
time  is  not  far  distant,  I  believe,  when  this  subject  should  be 
given  our  serious  consideration. 

Another  problem  confronting  our  teachers  is  the  migra- 
tory pupil.  Our  records  for  the  past  school  year  show  that 
more  than  thirteen  per  cent,  of  the  pupils  enrolled  entered 
after  the  opening  of  school  in  September,  while  one  room, 
with  an  average  membership  of  less  than  forty,  had  a  total 
registration  of  fifty-nine  pupils.  On  the  other  hand,  more 
than  two  hundred  pupils  have  left  town  during  the  past 
three  years.  This  frequent  shifting  of  population  within  the 
year,  unavoidable  as  most  of  it  is,  is  responsible  for  a  meas- 
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ure  of  the  backwardness  and  lack  of  ambition  of  pupils 
through  loss  of  time  occasioned  by  the  readjustments  that 
must  be  made. 

Ten  years  ago  the  total  annual  cost  of  our  public  schools, 
exclusive  of  construction  accounts,  was  a  little  more  than 
seven  thousand  dollars;  today  we  are  spending  for  the  same 
purpose  nearly  twice  that  amount.  During  this  period  our 
average  membership  has  increased  sixty  per  cent,  and  we 
are  now  employing  sixteen  regular  teachers  in  the  place  of 
eleven.  The  amount  of  money  yielded  for  each  pupil  in  the 
average  membership,  however,  has  increased  from  $23,46  to 
only  $29.28,  a  gain  of  less  than  twenty-five  per  cent,  during 
this  ten  year  period.  This  increasing  cost  in  the  item  of  sup- 
port is  easily  explained  by  a  similar  condition  in  the  industrial 
world.  Nearly  every  item  that  enters  into  the  problem  of 
school  expenses  costs  materially  more  today  than  it  did  ten 
years  ago.  The  unfortunate  feature  of  this  situation,  how- 
ever, is  the  fact  that  the  increase  in  town  valuation  has  not 
kept  pace  with  the  growth  of  our  schools,  the  result  being 
that  the  amount  appropriated  for  support  of  schools  has  in- 
creased from  approximately  five  dollars  on  each  thousand 
dollars  of  assessed  valuation  to  considerably  more  than  seven 
dollars.  It  is  an  interesting  fact,  however,  that  although  the 
cost  of  our  schools  has  raised  the  tax  rate  by  something  more 
than  two  dollars  per  thousand,  the  ratio  of  school  expenses 
to  the  total  tax  levied  is  today  practically  unchanged. 


Educational  Opportunities. 

One  of  the  vital  questions  confronting  every  parent  is 
that  which  relates  to  the  preparation  of  his  children  for  the 
part  they  are  to  play  in  the  world's  events.  He  is  realizing 
more  than  ever  that  the  meagre  training  and  education  which 
sufficed  for  a  generation  ago  is  wholly  insufficient  today. 
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The  business  world  is  demanding  a  better  educated  and  a 
higher  type  of  employe,  whose  preparation  must  represent  at 
least  the  equivalent  of  a  high  school  education. 

Our  own  community  furnishes  in  its  schools  the  oppor- 
tunity for  a  good  grammar  school  education,  supplemented 
by  strong  courses  in  the  local  High  School.  One  of  these 
courses  prepares  our  boys  and  girls  to  take  their  places 
directly  in  the  business  world;  another  prepares  for  normal 
schools,  another  for  colleges,  while  a  fourth  course  gives  a 
general  education  for  the  pupil  whose  training  must  end  with 
the  high  school. 

Education,  however,  is  coming  to  be  regarded  more  and 
more  as  a  function  of  the  state  as  well  as  of  the  home,  as  is 
evidenced  by  the  tendency  of  recent  school  legislation.  Pro- 
vision has  already  been  made,  through  the  establishment  of 
vocational  schools,  for  those  who  do  not  find  in  their  local 
schools  the  type  of  training  they  desire.  One  section  of  the 
law  provides  that  "any  resident  of  any  city  or  town  in 
Massachusetts  which  does  not  maintain  an  approved  inde- 
pendent industrial,  agricultural  or  household  arts  school, 
offering  the  type  of  training  which  he  desires,  may  make 
application  for  admission  to  such  a  school  maintained  by 
another  city  or  town.  The  Board  of  Education,  whose 
decision  shall  be  final,  may  approve  or  disapprove  such  appli- 
cation. In  making  such  a  decision  the  Board  of  Education 
shall  take  into  consideration  the  opportunities  for  free  voca- 
tional training  in  the  community  in  which  the  applicant 
resides;  the  financial  status  of  the  community;  the  age,  sex, 
preparation,  aptitude  and  previous  record  of  the  applicant, 
and  all  other  relevant  circumstances/'  The  tuition  for  these 
non-resident  pupils  is  to  be  paid  by  the  city  or  town  in  which 
said  pupils  have  their  legal  residence,  but  cities  and  towns 
that  have  paid  claims  for  tuition  in  approved  vocational 
schools  shall  be  reimbursed  by  the  state  to  the  extent  of  one- 
half  the  sums  expended. 
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Chapter  294  of  the  Acts  of  1915  provides  for  the  establish- 
ment of  University  Extension  and  Correspondence  Courses 
under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion. This  board  now  announces  a  series  of  correspondence 
courses  open  to  those  who  can  give  sufficient  evidence  of 
their  qualifications  to  pursue  such  courses  with  success.  No 
tuition  fee  is  charged  but  students  are  required  to  pay  in 
advance  a  small  sum  to  cover  cost  of  lesson  pamphlets, 
stationery,  postage,  etc.  Correspondence  courses  may  be 
started  at  any  time  but  should  be  completed  within  one  year 
from  date  of  registration.  These  courses  which  are  of  high 
school  or  college  grade  include  work  in  language,  history, 
government,  economics,  mathematics,  commercial  courses, 
drawing,  steam  engineering,  electricity,  etc. 


Report  of  the  High  School  Principal. 

Mr.  E.  H.  Grout,  Superintendent  of  Schools: — 

As  principal  of  the  Howard  High  School  of  West  Bridge- 
water,  I  make  the  following  report  of  the  work  done  during 
the  year  1914-1915. 

At  present  our  school  has  a  memberehip  of  102.  The 
number  is  divided  among  the  different  classes  as  follows: 
Seniors,  16;  juniors,  18;  sophomores,  29;  freshmen,  39. 

Our  school  has  again  been  approved  by  the  New  England 
College  Board,  which  gives  the  school  the  right  to  enter  a 
pupil  by  certificate  to  the  higher  institutions  which  give  this 
privilege. 

As  a  whole,  the  year  has  been  one  of  real  progress.  The 
interest  in  the  work  on  the  part  of  pupils  is  excellent,  and 
with  few  exceptions  the  quality  of  the  work  good.  The 
teachers  have  been  faithful  and  the  pupils  diligent  and 
obedient.    The  commercial  course  is  now  firmly  established 
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and  very  popular,  and  the  efficiency  of  the  congress  increases 
year  by  year. 

Athletics. 

The  supervision  of  all  athletic  sports  is  in  the  hands  of 
the  Athletic  Association.  The  association,  through  its  sub- 
committees, controls  the  expenditure  of  all  money,  the  hiring 
of  coaches,  the  arrangement  of  games,  the  eligibility  of  play- 
ers, and  generally  seeks  to  raise  all  school  sports  to  a  level  of 
genuine  usefulness.  Very  gratifying  work  has  been  done  in 
this  field. 

This  has  been  a  successful  year  and  we  are  moving  on, 
hoping  for  still  further  improvement. 

In  closing  I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the 
constant  support  given  by  the  Trustees  and  Superintendent, 
and  to  thank  teachers  and  many  parents  for  kindness  and 
encouragement.

Dear  Mr.  Grout, 

The  pupils  in  the  different  schools  have  been  doing  excel- 
lent work  throughout  the  past  year.  Some  slight  changes  in 
the  course  are  being  made,  conforming  to  the  outline  planned 
by  the  Superintendents,  appointed  by  the  State  Board  of 
Education,  to  compile  a  course  in  drawing  for  the  first  six 
grades. 
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The  new  arrangement  whereby  the  girls  in  the  Central 
Grammar  School  will  have  sewing  gives  them  an  opportunity 
to  correlate  the  constructive  and  decorative  work  of  their 
drawing  lessons  with  their  sewing.  The  boys  of  these  same 
grades  will  be  given  additional  work  in  cardboard  construction 
which  should  develop  accuracy  and  constructive  thinking. 

The  drawing  in  the  eighth  and  ninth  grades  has  been  ex- 
ceptionally good  during  the  year.  At  Christmas  time  both 
grades  made  portfolios  to  hold  their  drawings;  this  is  a  prob- 
lem in  actual  bookbinding  that  is  well  worth  while. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  been  able  to  visit  and  teach 
in  the  Central  Grammar  Schools  each  month,  and  each  of  the 
outside  schools  three  or  four  times.

porating in  this  report,  which  is  as  follows: 

' 4  Parents  be  watchful;  note  any  unusual  condition  in 
your  child. 
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The  time  to  prevent  serious  disease  is  at  the  beginning. 

The  diseases  to  be  dreaded  among  school  children  are 
scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  measles,  chicken  pox  and  whooping 
cough. 

Report  at  once  to  the  Board  of  Health  if  your  child  has 
either  of  the  diseases  named  above. 

A  very  slight  case  of  any  disease  in  one  child  may  cause 
a  very  serious  case  in  another. 

Be  suspicious  of  a  cold.  It  often  leads  to  something 
worse. 

It  is  best  to  be  on  the  safe  side.  "An  ounce  of  preven- 
tion is  worth  a  pound  of  cure." 

The  health  of  a  community  is  determined  by  its  death 
rate.    Look  out  for  the  children. 

Prevention,  protection,  care  and  precaution  should  be  the 
watchwords  of  every  parent." 

Many  backward  children  have  some  physical  defect  or 
ailment  which  is  responsible  for  their  mental  condition. 

I  wish  to  extend  to  the  teachers  and  to  all,  my  thanks 
for  the  assistance  extended  me  in  the  work.

Report  of  Inspector  of  Animals 
and  Slaughtering, 


There  have  been  inspected  ^during  the  past  year  78 
stables,  830  cattle.  Of  these  10  were  quarantined  and  8 
killed  and  found  to  contain  tuberculosis.  Besides  the  cattle, 
there  were  222  hogs,  33  goats  and  15  sheep  inspected.

The  Trustees  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  voters 
of  the  town  for  their  generosity  in  granting  them  the 
desired  appropriation  of  one  hundred  dollars.  A  more  mod- 
ern and  direct  entrance  hajl  was  certainly  much  needed,  and 
all  patrons  of  the  library  have  expressed  their  unqualified 
approval  of  the  change. 

If  the  population  of  the  town  increases  as  fast  in  the 
next  five  years  as  it  has  in  the  last  five,  and  if  the  circulation 
of  the  library  correspondingly  increases,  the  time  is  not  far 
distant  when  a  larger  and  more  attractive  reading  and  refer- 
ence-room will  be  needed.  The  present  room  is  very  small 
and  inconvenient;  it  is  used  almost  wholly  by  the  young 
people  and  will  soon  be  inadequate  for  their  needs.  We 
believe  that  all  money  expended  for  the  purpose  of  encourag- 
ing a  taste  for  good  reading  in  our  young  people  is  wisely 
expended  and  will  repay  an  hundred-fold  in  helping  them  to 
become  intelligent  and  broad-minded  men  and  women. 

Last  year  a  revolving  bookcase  was  purchased,  and  it  has 
proved  so  useful  and  convenient  that  we  already  feel  the  need 
of  another,  and  wish  some  friend  would  present  one  to  the 
library. 

The  reports  of  the  Treasurer  and  Secretary  show  that 
the  library  is  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition,  both  financially 
and  as  regards  circulation. 

The  Trustees  realize  that  the  library  has  met  with  an 
irreparable  loss  in  the  death  of  the  chairman  of  the  board, 
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Rev.  Edward  B.  Maglathlin,  who  for  over  six  years  labored 
earnestly  and  faithfully  for  the  best  interests  of  the  library 
and  the  community.  We  shall  sadly  miss  his  kindly  presence 
and  wise  counsels  at  our  quarterly  meetings.

Librarian's  Report. 


The  work  of  the  past  year  has  shown  a  marked  increase, 
the  circulation  being  much  larger  in  some  departments,  which 
is  very  satisfactory.  The  Elm  Street  branch  has  shown  a 
large  increase,  over  500  books  being,  taken  for  home  use.  The 
circulation  of  magazines  is  increasing,  thirty-four  being  taken 
by  library.  The  mechanical  magazines  are  of  much  interest 
to  young  readers.  There  are  also  magazines  for  the  very 
little  folks,  ranging  from  those  to  adults.  The  reading-room 
is  still  open  for  the  grammar  school  grades  during  Wednes- 
day and  much  used.  One  hundred  and  eighteen  books  and 
twenty-five  magazines  have  been  taken  for  school  use,  a  de- 
crease which  we  are  sorry  to  note.

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ABSTRACT  FROM  CHAPTER  99  OF  THE  REVISED 
LAWS  OF  MASSACHUSETTS. 

Sec.  3.  Physicians  and  midwives  shall,  within  forty- 
eight  hours  after  the  birth  of  every  child  in  cases  of  which 
they  were  in  charge,  mail  or  deliver  to  the  clerk  or  registrar 
of  the  city  or  town  in  which  the  birth  occurred  a  notice  stat- 
ing the  date  and  place  of  the  birth,  giving  the  street  number 
if  any,  color  and  the  family  name.  They  shall  within  fifteen 
days  after  the  birth,  mail  or  deliver  to  the  clerk  or  registrar 
of  the  city  or  town  in  which  the  birth  occurred  a  report  of  the 
birth,  stating  the  date  and  place,  the  name,  if  any,  of  the 
child,  its  sex  and  color,  and  the  names,  ages,  places  of  birth, 
occupations  and  residences  of  the  parents,  giving  the  street 
number,  if  there  be  any,  and  the  number  of  the  ward  in  a 
city,  the  maiden  name  of  the  mother,  if  the  full  return  is  not 
made  within  the  forty-eight  hours. 

The  fee  of  the  physician  or  midwife  shall  be  twenty-five 
cents  for  each  birth  so  reported.  A  physician  or  midwife  who 
neglects  to  report  each  birth  within  forty-eight  hours  or  fif- 
teen days  thereafter,  shall  for  each  offence  forfeit  a  sum  not 
exceeding  twenty -five  dollars. 

Sec.  6.  Parents  within  forty  days  after  the  birth  of  a 
child,  and  every  householder  within  forty  days  after  a  birth 
in  his  house,  shall  cause  notice  thereof  to  be  given  to  the 
clerk  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  such  child  is  born. 

The  facts  required  for  record,  as  stated  in  section  3,  shall 
so  far  as  known  or  obtainable,  be  included  in  every  notice 
given  under  the  provision  of  this  section. 

Sec.  8.  A  parent,  or  other  persons,  who  by  section  6 
is  required  to  give,  or  cause  to  be  given,  notice  of  a  birth  or 
death,  who  neglects  to  do  so  for  ten  days  after  the  time 
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limited  therefor,  shall  forfeit  not  more  than  five  dollars  for 
each  offence. 

Sec.  24.  The  Town  Clerk  will  furnish  blanks  for  returns 
of  births  to  parents,  householders,  physicians  and  midwives 
who  apply  therefor.

Twenty-fifth  Annual  Report  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools. 


To  the  School  Committee  of  West  Bridgewater,  Mass. : 

The  enrolment  of  our  grade  schools  for  January  first  of 
the  current  year  is  somewhat  smaller  than  that  reported  one 
year  ago,  while  the  High  School  shows  a  slight  gain  in  mem- 
bership. Because  of 'the  frequent  changes  in  population  it  is 
difficult  to  forecast  exactly  our  needs  for  next  year.  It  seems 
now,  however,  from  a  study  of  the  enrolment  table,  that  our 
present  accommodations  and  teaching  force  will  be  sufficient 
for  the  coming  twelve  months  at  least. 

Toward  the  end  of  the  last  school  year  it  became  apparent 
that  an  extra  teacher  should  be  employed  in  the  Matfield 
district.  To  provide  room  for  this  additional  teacher  your 
superintendent  recommended  the  purchase  of  a  portable  one- 
room  building  to  be  located  on  or  near  the  present  school  lot, 
a  recommendation  that  resulted  in  the  appropriation  by  the 
town  of  a  sufficient  sum  for  the  purchase  of  such  a  building 
and  for  a  piece  of  land  adjacent  to  the  old  lot.  This  additional 
room  has  made  it  possible  to  restore  the  sixth  grade  to  the 
Matfield  district  and  to  relieve  what  promised  to  be  a  crowded 
condition  at  the  Center.  The  new  building,  well  lighted  and 
ventilated  and  easily  heated,  is  giving  entire  satisfaction  and 
will  undoubtedly  meet  the  needs  of  this  section  of  the  town 
for  years  to  come. 
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Our  school  buildings  are  in  good  repair,  though  inside 
painting  and  new  curtains  are  needed  in  some  rooms.  The 
North  school  should  be  equipped  with  slate  blackboards.  One 
great  need  in  connection  with  our  buildings  is  some  provision 
for  inside  toilets  which  could  be  closely  supervised  and  which 
would  remove  the  objectionable  features  of  those  now  in  use. 
I  refer  especially  to  the  toilets  connected  with  our  older 
buildings,  the  use  of  which  means  exposure  to  cold  and 
storms.  Modern  invention  has  provided  types  of  toilets  which 
can  be  used  in  connection  with  stove-hea'ted  buildings,  and  I 
recommend  that  careful  consideration  be  given  to  this  subject 
which  involves  the  physical  and  moral  welfare  of  the  children 
in  our  charge. 

The  question  of  an  eight  or  nine  grade  system  below  the 
high  school  should  receive  attention  this  year.  The  eight 
grade  plan  already  exists  throughout  a  large  part  of  the 
country  and  is  rapidly  being  adopted  by  towns  and  cities  in 
Massachusetts.  By  raising  the  age  of  admission  to  the  first 
grade  from  five  to  six  years,  pupils  will  enter  the  high  school 
at  the  same  age  as  at  present.  Under  our  present  system 
many  of  our  first  grade  children,  through  lack  of  maturity, 
fail  in  their  year's  work  and  are  obliged  to  repeat  the  grade, 
a  procedure  that  is  discouraging  to  the  child  and  costly  to  the 
town.  To  a  considerable  extent  ninth  grade  work  is  a  review 
of  subjects  already  studied,  though  treated  in  a  manner  be- 
fitting ninth  grade  pupils.  It  is  felt,  however,  that  with  the 
greater  maturity  of  first  grade  pupils,  brought  about  by 
raising  the  entrance  age,  the  grade  work  can  be  completed  in 
eight  years  without  the  sacrifice  of  any  essential  material 
now  taught.  The  plan  means  a  rewriting  of  our  present 
course  of  study  and  possibly  the  elimination  of  some  phases 
of  the  work  as  now  outlined.  This  elimination  would  be  in 
harmony  with  the  best  practice  in  our  country  today  and 
would,  I  believe,  prove  a  lasting  benefit  to  our  school  system. 
The  change  to  an  eight  grade  system  involves  a  three  or  four 
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year  program,  in  which  the  age  of  admission  is  raised  by  two 
steps  of  six  months  each,  and  a  gradual  raising  of  the  stand- 
ard of  attainment  for  each  grade  until  all  have  been  put  on 
the  full  eight  grade  basis.  The  time  seems  to  be  oppor- 
tune for  this  change,  and  I  therefore  recommend  that  this 
proposed  plan  be  put  into  operation  at  the  beginning  of  the 
new  school  year  in  September. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  many  changes  in  our 
teaching  force.  Of  the  seventeen  regular  teachers  in  service 
today  but  nine  were  with  us  one  year  ago,  and  of  these  nine 
only  three  have  been  in  our  schools  more  than  four  years. 
Until  a  few  years  ago  our  teaching  body  remained  almost 
unchanged  from  year  to  year,  a  condition  that  made  for  good 
schools  and  high  scholarship.  The  frequent  changing  of 
teachers  in  recent  years  has  made  it  difficult  to  preserve  the 
traditions  and  standards  of  former  days,  though  much  of  our 
work  today  is  of  a  high  degree  of  excellence.  Until  such  a 
time  as  we  shall  give  our  teachers  an  adequate  compen- 
sation, we  shall  continue  to  be  the  training  ground  for  other 
school  systems,  which  will  continue  to  reap  the  benefits  we 
ourselves  ought  to  enjoy.  With  our  present  appropriations 
and  salary  schedule  we  are  obliged  to  fill  most  of  our  vacancies 
with  teachers  of  little  or  no  experience.  By  the  time  they 
are  well  established  in  our  system,  they  in  turn  are  attracted 
to  other  places  by  a  higher  wage.  This  condition  ought  not 
to  prevail  longer,  and  provision  should  be  made  whereby  it 
will  be  possible  to  retain  our  best  teachers  through  a  period 
of  years. 

One  of  the  great  needs  of  our  school  system  is  an 
adequate  provision  for  teaching  the  manual  arts.  Several  of 
the  teachers  are  doing  such  work  as  they  can  in  a  somewhat 
limited  way,  in  their  respective  schools  and  are  to  be  com- 
mended highly  for  the  initiative  they  have  taken.  The  teach- 
ing of  sewing  to  the  girls  at  the  Center  school  has  received 
additional  impulse  the  past  year  through  the  efforts  of  Miss 
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Runnels,  who  has  devoted  a  part  of  her  time  each  week  to 
instructing  the  girls  of  grades  three  to  seven  in  this  most 
important  art.  The  various  stitches  have  been  taught  and  in 
addition  the  pupils  have  had  lessons  in  measuring,  cutting, 
the  use  of  patterns  and  the  details  of  finishing  garments. 
Among  the  problems  involved  the  past  year  are  the  school 
bag,  guest  towel,  sewing  bag,  kitchen  apron,  sachet  bags 
and  tea  aprons.  The  work  as  outlined  for  the  coming  months 
includes  dish  towels  and  straight  gathered  aprons,  for  grades 
three  to  five,  and  French  hemming  of  table  linen,  darning 
and  patching,  and  cutting,  fitting  and  making  of  simple  skirt, 
for  grades  six  and  seven.  Two  exhibits  of  very  creditable 
work  has  been  held  during  the  year,  at  the  second  of  which 
there  was  exhibited  much  excellent  work  done  at  home,  a 
fact  that  shows  the  real  interest  the  girls  have  taken  in  the 
work.  The  co-operation  of  the  parents  has  been  a  real  help 
and  is  much  appreciated  by  the  teacher  in  charge  of  the 
work.  The  splendid  results  obtained  by  the  girls  and  the 
commendable  efforts  they  have  made  are  in  themselves  suffi- 
cient justification  for  the  expense  of  this  new  line  of  school 
work.  It  is  hoped  that  this  course  may  become  a  part  of  our 
regular  course  of  study  and  may  soon  be  open  to  all  of  our 
girls  in  the  intermediate  and  upper  grades. 

While  we  are  thus  providing  interesting  and  helpful 
instruction  for  the  girls,  we  should  not  forget  that  it  is 
equally  important  "to  provide  corresponding  instruction  for 
the  boys  in  manual  training.  The  benches  bought  by  the 
school  several  years  ago  are  in  almost  constant  use,  but 
should  be  regarded  only  as  the  beginning.  The  town  should 
add  to  this  equipment  from  time  to  time  and  at  no  distant 
date  should  provide  a  teacher  for  manual  training  instruction. 
The  saving  in  teaching  force  which  would  result  from  a 
reduction  of  grades  as  recommended  in  another  part  of  this 
report,  would  make  the  employment  of  a  manual  training 
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teacher  possible,  with  but  little,  if  any,  additional  expense 
for  instruction. 

A  most  interesting  beginning  has  been  made  in  home 
gardening  and  in  home  economics  club  work.  The  inception 
of  the  club,  with  results  obtained  thus  far  and  with  plans  for 
the  future,  is  outlined  in  the  following  report  made  to  me  by 
our  principal,  Miss  Rose  L.  MacDonald. 

4  '  In  the  spring  of  1916  the  Plymouth  County 
Farm  Bureau  provided  corn,  potato,  and  pump- 
kin seeds  for  Grades  7  and  8  at  the  Center.  The 
materials  were  distributed  by  Mr.  E.  P.  Dunbar, 
of  the  Bureau,  who  also  gave  an  instructive  talk 
on  preparing  and  planting  the  seeds  and  culti- 
vating the  crops.  He  also  offered  a  prize  of  $1 
to  child  raising  the  largest  pumpkin. 

' '  In  October  an  exhibit  of  vegetables  raised 
by  Grade  8  was  held  in  the  school  room.  The 
boys  and  girls  were  asked  to  add  to  the  exhibit 
specimens  of  their  ability  in  canning  and  cook- 
ing, writing  out  the  story  of  the  preparation  of 
each  exhibit.  Twenty-six  children  responded 
with  bread,  cake,  custards,  jellies,  canned  fruit 
and  vegetables,  potatoes,  corn,  carrots,  toma- 
toes, pumpkins  and  an  immense  sunflower.  In 
the  presence  of  the  Superintendent,  members 
of  the  School  Committee,  and  parents  each  child 
exhibited  his  special  work,  telling  or  reading  his 
experience  in  the  preparation.  The  boy  who 
received  the  second  prize  offered  by  Farm 
Bureau  for  best  potatoes  in  this  section,  told  the 
story  of  his  summer's  work.  Several  boys  had 
brought  bread,  one  had  made  custards,  while  the 
girls  had  added  to  their  bread  many  simple  but 
delicious  cakes;  both  boys  and  girls  had  been 
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successful  in  canning  vegetables,  but  only  girls 
attempted  jelly.  As  a  recognition  of  his  work 
each  child  received  a  card  signed  by  a  commit- 
tee of  ladies  and  gentlemen  representing  the 
town.  The  exhibits  were  bought  by  the  visitors 
who  asked  the  privilege  of  so  doing. 

' '  It  was  the  desire  of  the  members  of  the 
Committee,  as  expressed  at  this  meeting  that 
the  work  so  begun  should  continue  and  several 
of  the  gentlemen  offered  to  start  a  fund  for 
prizes  for  next  year. 

"  As  a  sequel  to  this  exhibit,  Miss  Helen  M. 
Norris,  Home  Economics  Advisor  of  the  Plym- 
outh County  Farm  Bureau,  has  interested  the 
children  in  forming  a  club,  whose  object  is  the 
performing  and  recording  simple  home  duties. 
The  girls  are  urged  to  join  the  sewing  club 
whose  special  duties  are  to  learn  to  use  a  pat- 
tern, to  patch,  to  darn,  to  make  simple  gar- 
ments. These  children  are  to  spend  at  least  ten 
hours  during  three  months  in  this  particular 
work,  filling  out  forty  extra  hours  with  sweep- 
ing, dusting,  dish-washing,  bed-making,  stove- 
polishing  and  various  home  duties.  The  boys 
are  to  join  the  cooking  club,  learning  to  make 
bread  especially;  ten  hours  must  be  given  to 
this,  the  extra  forty  hours  filled  in  as  in  the  sew- 
ing club. 

"Membership  in  the  club  is  restricted  to 
those  who  intend  to  complete  the  three  months' 
work  honestly  and  earnestly.  Before  a ,  child 
can  join  the  club  the  mother  must  signify  her 
willingness  to  oversee  and  verify  the  records  of 
the  child's  work. 

"Twice  a  month  meetings  of  the  club  mem- 
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bers  are  to  be  held  when  Miss  Norris,  or  some 
director,  will  talk  to  the  children,  illustrating 
the  methods  of  cooking  and  sewing.  Mrs.  Clin- 
ton P.  Howard  has  kindly  consented  to  serve  as 
leader  of  the  West  Bridgewater  club  and  has 
generously  offered  the  use  of  her  home  as  a 
meeting  place. ' '

The  above  table  is  compiled  from  statistics  published  in 
the  recent  report  of  the  state  board  of  education,  and  is  given 
for  the  purpose  of  comparing  West  Bridgewater  with  the 
state  as  a  whole  and  also  with  a  selected  group  of  122  towns, 
having  each  a  population  of  less  than  5, 000  and  not  support- 
ing a  high  school.  From  the  first  column  it  will  be  seen  that 
West  Bridgewater  pays  from  the  local  treasury  but  $23.64 
for  each  pupil  in  the  average  membership  of  the  schools, 
which  is  $8.02  less  than  the  average  for  the  selected  group  of 
towns  and  nearly  $17.00  less  than  the  average  for  the  state. 
Column  two  shows  that  on  each  thousand  dollars  of  valuation 
the  town  is  paying  for  its  schools  $6.29,  a  sum  considerably 
in  excess  of  the  average  for  the  group  of  towns  and  the 
state.    This  means  that  the  valuation  of  the  town  is  unfortu- 
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tiately  low  for  the  number  of  children  it  has  to  educate. 
Turning  to  column  three,  we  find  that  the  town  expends  from 
all  sources  for  its  public  schools  (exclusive  of  general  control), 
the  sum  of  $28.94  per  pupil.  On  exactly  the  same  basis 
(public  day  elementary  schools)  the  average  for  the  selected 
group  is  $33.15  and  for  the  state  $34,62;  i.  e.  we  have  avail- 
able for  each  of  our  pupils  a  sum  smaller  by  $2.21  in  one  case 
and  $5.68  in  the  other.  While  it  is  true  that  West  Bridge- 
water  spends  a  considerable  sum  on  each  thousand  of  valua- 
tion, its  rank  in  the  state  is  only  119,  i.  e.  118  towns  and 
cities  in  the  state  tax  themselves  more  heavily. 

Our  school  appropriations  must  continue  to  increase  from 
year  to  year,  if  we  wish  to  maintain  the  present  degree  of 
efficiency.  The  high  cost  of  living  will  necessarily  be  reflected 
in  the  increased  cost  of  everything  connected  with  the 
schools,  whether  it  be  the  services  of  teachers,  fuel  for  the 
buildings  or  books  and  supplies  for  the  pupils.  For  the  bene- 
fit of  the  tax-payers  the  following  diagram  is  given,  showing 
how  the  school  dollar  was  spent  in  West  Bridgewater  the 
past  year.

SPECIAL  REPORTS. 


Report  of  High  School  Principal. 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

It  is  with  pleasure  I  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  con- 
dition of  the  Howard  High  School. 

I  am  intensely  gratified  with  the  condition  of  the  school 
at  the  present  time,  both  in  the  quality  of  the  work  and  the 
spirit  of  the  pupils. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  last  fall  two  of  our  students 
entered  college.  These  are  doing  good  work.  College 
entrance  by  certificate  is  open  to  our  graduates,  but  the 
understanding  exists  between  colleges  and  accredited  schools 
that  the  mere  possession  of  a  diploma  is  not  a  sufficient  guar- 
antee of  preparation.  A  standing  of  at  least  85  per  cent,  in 
each  credited  subject  is  required. 

Since  the  previous  report  a  new  teacher  has  been  added 
to  the  teaching  force  which  greatly  helps  the  efficiency  of  the 
school.  The  present  corps  of  teachers  is,  without  exception, 
most  faithful  to  the  school  both  in  spirit  and  in  effort. 
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In  regard  to  scholarship  I  would  say  further  that  pupils 
and  parents  should  bear  in  mind  that  but  a  limited  amount 
of  time  for  study  is  available  in  the  high  school.  The  number 
of  periods  in  the  regular  day  school  is  seven,  averaging 
thirty-five  minutes  each.  The  average  student  takes  four 
studies,  each  meeting  four  or  five  times  a  week,  together 
with  music,  drawing,  etc.,  which  leaves  him  not  more  than 
two  hours  of  possible  study  in  school.  If  we  assume  that  the 
average  study  requires  one  hour  at  least  of  preparation,  we 
have  a  total  of  four  hours  of  preparation  necessary,  of  which 
two  must  be  found  outside  school,  unless  the  work  is  to 
suffer. 

It  is  assumed  that  parents  are  sufficiently  interested  in 
their  children's  welfare  to  allow  no  afternoon  work  to  inter- 
fere with  such  study,  and  in  general  this  has  been  true.  But 
no  school  supervisor  can  insure  home  study.  And  in  so  far 
as  young  people  are  allowed  by  parents  to  spend  their  outside 
hours  in  amusements  or  engagements  to  the  exclusion  of  the 
time  indicated  for  study,  or  the  energy  and  vitality  therefor, 
poor  work  or  failure  is  inevitable. 

The  present  enrollment  of  the  school  is  103.  Of  these  a 
gratifying  number  claim  to  have  plans  for  college  or  further 
study. 


It  is  with  profound  sorrow  that  we  record  the 
loss  of  one  of  the  Trustees.  The  death  of  Mr.  E.  B. 
Maglathlin  has  taken  from  us  one  who  has  been 
associated  with  the  school  for  many  years,  and  who 
has  filled  the  position  with  unusual  tact  and  ability. 
The  example  of  faithfulness  to  his  duties  and  his 
sterling  qualities  will  long  be  remembered. 
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Our  school  is  not  perfect  but  none  are  more  anxious  to 
remedy  these  faults  than  the  teachers  themselves.  Any 
criticism  given  in  a  kindly  spirit  is  always  welcome.  Let  us 
know  how  we  can  better  the  school. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Trustees  and  Superintendent  for 
their  support  in  the  promotion  of  the  interests  of  the  school.

Report  of  Drawing  Supervisor. 

The  course  in  drawing  has  been  carried  out  faithfully  in 
all  the  schools.  In  fact  the  quality  has  been  quite  uniform  in 
the  Central  Grammar  and  outside  schools.  Nature  drawing, 
object  drawing  and  design  have  been  exceptionally  good  in 
the  eighth  grade. 

More  constructive  work  than  formerly  has  been  given  in 
all  grades.  Most  of  the  objects,  boxes,  trays  and  envelopes, 
have  been  made  from  white  drawing  paper  and  decorated 
with  crayons  or  paints.  This  work  has  combined  mechanical 
drawing  with  constructive  work  and  design.  Although  it  is 
difficult  to  make  from  drawing  paper  objects  having  a  lasting 
value,  yet  the  training  from  measuring,  cutting,  pasting  and 
decorating  has  proved  the  work  well  worth  while. 

Last  spring  an  interesting  experiment  was  given  in  the 
ninth  grade.  Each  pupil  made  an  original  plan  of  a  small 
camp.  When  the  plan  was  approved  by  the  teacher  then  the 
pupil  drew  the  plan  on  fresh  paper  carefully  to  a  scale,  and 
printing  on  the  drawing  the  names  of  the  different  rooms, 
and  all  information  necessary  to  the  plan.  The  proper  arrang- 
ing of  rooms,  placing  of  chimney,  windows  and  piazza  re- 
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quired  thoughtful  work  and  much  discussion.  The  big 
advance  in  the  cost  of  materials  made  the  making  of  the 
portfolios,  mentioned  in  last  year's  report,  prohibitive.

Correct  posture  is  of  the  utmost  importance  in  prevent- 
ing deformities  of  the  body,  especially  in  childhood  when  the 
bones  are  soft  and  easily  moulded.  Interest  in  this  subject 
has  resulted  in  the  formation  of  the  American  Posture 
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League.  Girls  as  well  as  boys  must  be  taught  the  impor- 
tance of  avoiding  incorrect  attitudes  whether  sitting,  stand- 
ing or  in  motion,  since  they  later  result  in  ill  health  or  even 
deformity.  Do  not  slouch.  Sit  up  straight,  and  girls,  do 
not  sit  on  one  foot  or  later  the  dressmaker  may  find  one  hip 
higher  than  the  other.  "Round  shoulders/ '  lateral  curva- 
ture of  the  spine  and  one  shoulder  or  hip  higher  than  the 
other  are  more  often  caused  by  faulty  posture  than  by  actual 
diseased  conditions. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  more  pupils  are  taking  care  of 
their  teeth  than  formerly,  and  the  general  health  in  the 
schools  seems  better. 

I  wish  to  extend  to  the  teachers  and  to  all,  my  thanks 
for  the  assistance  extended  me  in  the  work.

The  Trustees  are  pleased  to  report  that  in  spite  of  the 
unsettled  conditions  of  the  past  year  there  has  been  a  decided 
increase  in  the  circulation  of  books  and  magazines.  This 
fact  seems  to  show- that  though  sorrow  and  anxiety  have 
entered  nearly  every  home  in  this  town,  our  people  still  keep 
their  interest,  and  do  not  lose  their  faith  and  courage. 

The  Library  Association  has  tried  in  a  quiet  way  to  help 
the  boys  who  have  responded  to  their  country's  call.  Forty- 
five  books  have  been  sent  to  the  soldiers  at  Camp  Devens. 

Through  the  efforts  of  Miss  Mason  many  persons  were 
invited  to  make  picture  scrap-books  for  the  soldiers  in  the 
hospitals.  About  fifty  have  been  sent  to  the  Boston  Library. 
From  there  they  are  sent  to  France  or  wherever  there  is  a 
call  for  them. 

In  September  a  campaign  was  started  for  raising  a  fund 
to  establish  libraries  for  the  soldiers  and  sailors.  The  amount 
asked  of  this  town  was  $140.00, — five  per  cent,  of  the  popula- 
tion. A  thorough  canvass  was  made  and  $117.12  was  re- 
ceived. 

The  death  of  L.  A.  Tower  may  well  be  regarded  as  an 
irreparable  loss  to  the  library  as  well  as  to  the  community. 
For  nine  years  he  served  the  Association  as  Treasurer.  His 
careful  attention  to  details,  and  the  prompt  exactitude  with 
which  he  administered  his  office,  won  for  him  the  confidence 
and  respect  of  all.  He  was  a  man  of  decided  opinions,  and 
one  who  had  no  patience  with  shams.  His  advice,  always  to 
the  point,  and  overflowing  with  common-sense,  will  be  greatly 
missed  by  his  co-workers.

So  in  January, 
1917,  $352.17  was  drawn  from  the  Cornelia  Alger  Fund  and 
deposited  in  the  name  of  the  Nathan  Copeland  Fund,  thus 
reinstating  Mr.  Copeland  on  the  list  of  benefactors  to  the 
Library.

State  Guard  Company. 


By  direction  of  the  Selectmen  the  following  statement  is 
embodied  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Town  of  West  Bridge- 
water. 

FREDERIC  E.  FOYE, 

Captain  Commanding. 

In  order  that  the  voters  of  this  town  may  know  the 
reason  for  the  expenditures  of  the  fund  appropriated  for  the 
use  of  the  local  Committe  of  Public  Safety  the  following 
statement  is  issued: 

The  present  State  Guard  was  created  under  Chapter  148 
of  the  Acts  of  1917,  and  the  Governor,  through  the  Massa- 
chusetts Commtttee  of  Public  Safety,  requested  through  the 
local  committees,  that  companies  be  organized  in  the  cities 
and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth. 

On  May  14th,  1917,  the  local  company  was  inspected  with 
65  men  present.  On  May  16th  it  was  accepted  by  the  State 
Guard  Board  as  Company  23.  On  June  25th  the  Company 
was  mustered  with  51  men  and  3  officers,  24  men  who  were 
present  at  inspection  failed  to  appear  for  various  reasons. 
The  Company  was  then  recruited  to  65  men  which  was  the 
minimum  strength. 

The  State  Guard  Board,  however,  would  only  allow 
equipment  for  60  men  on  account  of  lack  of  money.  It  must 
be  remembered  that  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
fully  equipped  her  National  Guard  in  everything  that  was 


ii4 


lacking  before  turning  it  over  to  the  National  Government. 
Experience  gained  during  the  Spanish  war,  and  the  many 
pitiful  and  heart-rending  scenes  which  I  have  witnessed 
since,  as  a  member  of  the  veteran  organization  which  came 
out  of  that  war,  where  young  men  in  the  strength  of  their 
manhood  went  out  in  full  faith  to  serve  this  government,  and 
who  through  lack  of  about  everything  that  made  an  efficient 
army  returned  home  broken  in  health  and  dying  by  inches 
before  their  alloted  time,  made  me  resolve  that  if  the  time 
ever  came  that  the  command  of  a  company  fell  to  my  lot 
that  everything  possible  would  be  done  for  the  care  and  com- 
fort of  the  men. 

In  order  to  have  an  efficient  company  it  must  be  properly 
armed,  properly  equipped,  properly  fed,  and  properly  instruc- 
ted, and  it  was  for  those  reasons  that  an  appropriation  was 
asked  of  the  town,  there  being  no  funds  available  in  the 
hands  of  the  local  Committee  of  Public  Safety. 

The  first  expenditures  were  for  gun  racks  and  insurance 
on  the  state  property.  In  order  to  further  equip  the  officers 
and  men  it  was  necessary  to  purchase  six  Colt  45  cal.  auto- 
matic pistols,  and  several  uniforms  and  books  of  instruction. 
During  the  Civil  and  Spanish  wars  thousands  of  men  found 
themselves  on  the  line  of  battle  who  had  never  fired  a  rifle. 
That  this  would  not  happen  if  this  company  was  called  to 
duty,  and  for  self  protection  as  well,  the  rifle  range  was  built 
and  one  thousand  rounds  of  ammunition  purchased.  Through 
the  courtesy  of  Mr.  Prescott  Snell  the  use  of  his  land  was 
offered  gratis.  Through  the  courtesy  of  Fire  Chief  Warren 
F.  Laughton  the  planks  from  the  horse  stalls,  doors,  and  mis- 
cellaneous pieces  of  lumber  from  the  old  stable  was  obtained 
so  that  the  actual  expense  of  the  range  was  very  little,  as  the 
labor,  with  the  exception  of  one  day,  was  volunteered  by 
members  of  the  company. 

As  the  men  had  no  suitable  shoes,  after  looking  over 
several  makes,  sixty-five  pairs  of  viscolized  winter  shoes

made  on  the  U.  S.  Army  last  were  purchased  of  the  Brockton 
Co-operative  Shoe  Co.  at  $4.85  a  pair,  and  they  are  superior 
to  the  regulation  army  shoe  for  our  use. 

About  this  time  the  Regimental  Commander  obtained  an 
option  on  eight  hundred  trench  coats,  which  were  an  overlay 
of  an  order  for  the  Allies,  and  the  Company  Commanders  of 
this  regiment  were  urged  to  purchase  these  coats  for  their 
men. 

The  subject  was  talked  over  with  the  Selectmen  and  it 
was  concluded  that  the  company  had  used  its  share  of  the 
fund.  The  Regimental  Commander  was  so  notified.  On  two 
occasions  attempts  to  raise  money  by  subscription  had  failed, 
the  excuse  being  in  many  cases  that  the  money  be  taken  from 
the  sum  appropriated  by  the  town.  At  a  subsequent  meeting 
of  the  local  Committee  of  Public  Safety  conditions  were  ex- 
plained and  it  was  pointed  out  that  it  would  be  a  hardship 
and  the  cause  of  sickness  to  send  the  men  of  this  company  to 
duty  with  nothing  but  a  summer  uniform.  A  motion  was 
then  made  to  the  effect,  "That  it  was  the  sense  of  local 
Committee  of  Public  Safety  that  the  Selectmen  of  this  town 
be  notified  that  the  State  Guard  Company  be  allowed  to 
expend  the  balance  of  the  fund  if  necessary.' '  This  motion 
was  passed  without  a  dissenting  vote,  and  sixty-seven  over- 
coats were  purchased  at  $7.50  each. 

These  coats  paid  for  themselves  on  Oct.  5,  1917,  when 
the  company  was  ordered  as  escort  to  the  Governor  at  the 
Brockton  Fair,  there  being  one  of  the  worst  storms  of  the 
season  on  that  day.  At  the  regimental  drill  on  Oct.  21st; 
overcoats  and  rations  for  the  men  were  sent  by  auto  to  Quincy 
and  this  was  the  only  company  in  the  regiment  which  fed  its 
men  and  the  overcoats  were  issued  to  the  men  at  the  end  of 
the  drill  when  they  were  needed  on  account  of  the  cold.  In 
order  to  further  protect  the  men  sixty-seven  half-shelter 
ponchos  were  purchased  at  $3.50  each,  as  these  are  absolutely 
needed  for  service. 
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It  costs  about  $5,000  to  fully  equip  a  company  and  the 
state  furnished  about  $1,100  worth  of  property.  The  com- 
pany has  expended  about  $600  of  its  own  funds,  raised  by 
themselves,  for  further  equipment  and  expenses.  In  a  num- 
ber of  cities  and  towns  the  whole  of  the  equipment  of  the 
companies  was  furnished  either  by  appropriation  or  by  the 
local  Committee  of  Public  Safety.  West  Bridgewater  was 
the  first  in  the  state  to  my  knowledge  to  appropriate  money 
for  this  purpose. 

It  has  been  a  tremendous  undertaking  to  bring  the  com- 
pany up  to  the  standing  which  it  has  today,  and  the  one  fac- 
tor of  encouragement  has  been  the  feeling  tfiat  the  citizens 
and  officers  of  this  town  have  been  back  of  us  in  our  efforts. 

In  order  to  prepare  the  children  of  the  town  for  the 
future  business  of  life  this  town  has  appropriated  an  approxi- 
mate average  of  $15,500  for  the  past  six  years.  The  money 
expended  for  the  State  Guard  Company  has  been  for  the  pur- 
pose of  educating  them  in  no  small  measure  for  the  greatest 
business  the  world  has  ever  produced,  the  present  war,  as 
they  are  subject  to  call  at  any  time  to  protect  not  only  the 
interests  of  the  state,  but  also  that  of  those  at  the  front,  who 
are  making  the  great  sacrifice  for  humanity  and  democracy.

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.  ABSTRACT  FROM  CHAPTER  99  OF  THE  REVISED 
LAWS  OF  MASSACHUSETTS. 

Sec.  3.  Physicians  and  midwives  shall,  within  forty- 
eight  hours  after  the  birth  of  every  child  in  cases  of  which 
they  were  in  charge,  mail  or  deliver  to  the  clerk  or  registrar 
of  the  city  or  town  in  which  the  birth  occurred  a  notice  stat- 
ing the  date  and  place  of  the  birth,  giving  the  street  number 
if  any,  color  and  the  family  name.  They  shall  within  fifteen 
days  after  the  birth,  mail  or  deliver  to  the  clerk  or  registrar 
of  the  city  or  town  in  which  the  birth  occurred  a  report  of  the 
birth,  stating  the  date  and  place,  the  name,  if  any,  of  the 
child,  its  sex  and  color,  and  the  names,  ages,  places  of  birth, 
occupations  and  residences  of  the  parents,  giving  the  street 
number,  if  there  be  any,  and  the  number  of  the  ward  in  a 
city,  the  maiden  name  of  the  mother,  if  the  full  return  is  not 
made  within  the  forty-eight  hours. 

The  fee  of  the  physician  or  midwife  shall  be  twenty-five 
cents  for  each  birth  so  reported.  A  physician  or  midwife  who 
neglects  to  report  each  birth  within  forty-eight  hours  or  fif- 
teen days  thereafter,  shall  for  each  offence  forfeit  a  sum  not 
exceeding  twenty-five  dollars. 

Sec.  6.  Parents  within  forty  days  after  the  birth  of  a 
child,  and  every  householder  within  forty  days  after  a  birth 
in  his  house,  shall  cause  notice  thereof  to  be  given  to  the 
clerk  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  such  child  is  born. 

The  facts  required  for  record,  as  stated  in  section  3,  shall 
so  far  as  known  or  obtainable,  be  included  in  every  notice 
given  under  the  provision  of  this  section. 

Sec.  8.  A  parent,  or  other  persons,  who  by  section  6 
is  required  to  give,  or  cause  to  be  given,  notice  of  a  birth  or 
death,  who  neglects  to  do  so  for  ten  days  after  the  time 
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limited  therefor,  shall  forfeit  not  more  than  five  dollars  for 
each  offence. 

Sec.  24.  The  Town  Clerk  will  furnish  blanks  for  returns 
of  births  to  parents,  householders,  physicians  and  midwives 
who  apply  therefor.

Twenty-sixth  Annual  Report  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools. 


To  the  School  Committee  of  West  Bridgewater,  Mass. 

The  enrolment  in  our  schools  shows  a  marked  decrease  as 
compared  with  that  of  one  year  ago,  due  in  part  to  raising 
the  age  of  admission  to  the  first  grade  and  in  part  to  economic 
conditions.  The  world  war  in  which  we  are  engaged,  through 
enlistments  and  the  operation  of  the  selective  draft,  is  mak- 
ing serious  inroads  upon  the  industries  of  the  country,  there- 
by opening  to  the  boys  and  girls  attractive  opportunities  for 
employment.  Many  yielding  to  this  temptation  have  left 
school,  probably  never  to  return.  This  condition  is  to  be 
deplored  for  never  as  before  the  country  will  need  educated 
men  and  women  trained  for  special  lines  of  usefulness.  Un- 
less home  conditions  make  such  a  course  impossible,  boys  and 
girls  should  be  kept  in  school. 

The  unusual  conditions  confronting  the  world  today  are 
reflected  in  the  increased  cost  of  nearly  every  item  in  the 
school  budget  as  well  as  in  other  departments  of  the  town. 
Economy  and  retrenchment  are  the  watchwords  today. 
Practical  economy  can  and  must  be  effected  by  greater  effi- 
ciency in  all  lines  of  work,  but  a  handicapping  policy  of  re- 
trenchment must  not  be  allowed  to  interfere  with  school 
activities.  This  country  has  hardly  begun  to  feel  the  pinch 
of  actual  war  conditions  as  have  Belgium,  France  and  Eng- 
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land,  which  for  more  than  three  years  have  borne  the  brunt 
of  this  gigantic  struggle.  And  yet  France  is  giving  unusual 
attention  to  her  public  school  system  and  England  has  in- 
creased her  expenditures  for  public  education  thirty  per  cent 
over  that  for  any  preceding  year.  We  can  well  bear  in  mind 
the  words  of  Commissioner  Payson  Smith  in  a  recent  letter 
addressed  to  school  superintendents  of  the  state:  "Education 
is  a  long  time  investment.  Its  purpose  is  to  protect  democ- 
racy through  the  right  training  of  the  youth.  Even  tempor- 
ary interference  with  this  purpose,  through  inadequate 
financial  support,  may  seriously  impair  the  quality  of  our 
future  citizenship.  In  the  present  crisis  it  is  imperative  that 
towns  and.  cities  give  careful  attention  to  the  needs  of  the 
schools." 

The  falling  off  in  membership  made  it  possible  for 
us  to  close  two  rooms  in  September,  viz:  the  ninth  grade  room 
at  the  High  School  building  and  the  East  School.  Pupils 
from  these  rooms  are  cared  for  at  the  Centre  School. 

The  teacher  problem  which  has  been  growing  more  diffi- 
cult each  year  has  recently  reached  the  acute  stage.  Men  are 
being  drafted  for  active  service  and  women  are  leaving  the 
ranks  for  government  or  Red  Cross  work  or  for  positions  in 
the  world  of  business.  There  is  today  an  actual  shortage  of 
trained  teachers  and  the  outlook  for  months,  and  perhaps 
years,  is  anything  but  bright.  Teachers'  agencies  report 
hundreds  of  calls  with  no  candidates  to  nominate.  School 
boards  are  forced  to  lower  their  standards  and  to  accept 
teachers  with  little  or  no  experience. 

The  year  just  closed  has  witnessed  the  inauguration  of 
our  plan  for  an  eight-grade  system,  the  first  step  of  which 
was  the  vote  of  the  school  board  to  raise  the  age  of  admis- 
sion to  the  first  grade.  In  accordance  with  this  vote  children 
who  become  five  years  of  age  before  the  first  of  March  may 
enter  school  the  following  September.  Changes  have  been 
made  in  the  course  of  study  for  the  purpose  of  accelerating 
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the  work  of  each  grade-  The  plan  contemplates  the  promo- 
tion of  an  increasing  number  of  pupils  each  year  from  the 
eighth  grade  to  the  High  School,  until  the  ninth  grade  is 
practically  eliminated. 

The  home  economics  club  described  in  my  last  report  had 
a  most  successful  season.  Meetings  of  the  club  members 
were  held  regularly  and  the  home  projects  were  faithfully 
carried  out.  Boys  and  girls  entered  heartily  into  the  work 
of  the  club,  both  being  very  successful  especially  in  the 
making  of  bread.  At  the  close  of  the  three-month  period  an 
exhibition  of  sewing  and  cooking  was  held  in  the  town 
hall.  This  was  a  most  commendable  exhibit  and  deserved 
a  much  wider  public  recognition  than  it  received. 

One  of  the  interesting  developments  of  the  past  year  is 
the  so-called  socialized  recitation,  a  form  of  classroom  activity 
in  which  the  recitation  is  wholly  in  the  hands  of  the  class. 
The  leader  selected  for  the  day  presents  his  topic  and  then 
submits  himself  to  questioning  and  criticism,  calling  upon 
pupils  in  turn  as  they  rise  at  their  desks.  Discussions  are 
conducted  in  a  dignified  manner  and  the  pupils  acquire  the 
habit  of  thinking  on  their  feet  and  of  expressing  themselves 
clearly.  They  become  more  alert  and  are  quick  to  detect 
inaccurate  statements,  while  the  knowledge  that  they  must 
be  able  to  answer  their  own  questions  means  a  more  care- 
fully prepared  lesson  on  their  part.  Instead  of  relieving  the 
teacher  of  responsibility  this  form  of  recitation  places  upon 
her  a  greater  burden.  She  must  be  able  to  direct  these 
activities  along  profitable  lines,  to  make  sensible  and  wise 
criticism  upon  the  conduct  of  the  class  and  above  all  to  have 
an  accurate  and  comprehensive  grasp  upon  the  subject  matter 
under  discussion  at  any  time.  In  other  words  her  prepara- 
tion for  the  day's  lesson  must  be  carefully  and  thoroughly 
made.  The  socialized  recitation  is  not  a  panacea  for  all 
schoolroom  shortcomings  nor  should  it  be  relied  upon  alto- 
gether.   The  wise  teacher  finds  it  necessary  from  time  to 
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time  to  come  back  to  the  ordinary  form  of  classroom  work, 
to  insure  the  completion  of  the  outline  called  for  by  the 
course  of  study. 

The  work  in  drawing  has  been  conducted  along  the  same 
lines  as  in  former  years.  The  supervisor  meets  the  teachers 
once  each  month  and  outlines  the  work  for  the  ensuing  four- 
week  period.  This  plan  seems  to  be  giving  satisfactory 
results.    In  his  report  to  me  Mr.  Ketchum  says : 

"The  outline  in  drawing  has  been  the  same 
as  last  year.  Teachers  and  pupils  have  shown 
much  interest  in  the  subject  and  excellent  re- 
sults have  been  obtained.  The  teachers  are 
provided  with  a  type-written  outline  of  the 
course  and  are  given  instruction  at  the  monthly 
meetings  in  carrying  out  the  work.  Besides  this 
I  have  visited  each  room  several  times  during  the 
year,— at  the  Centre  Grammar  School  every 
month— and  have  taught  whenever  it  has  seem- 
ed advisable. 

"The  boys  in  the  eighth  and  ninth  grades 
have  continued  with  their  wood-work  and  have 
made  quite  a  number  of  useful  things.  A  good 
variety  of  plans  of  articles  which  can  be  made 
of  simple  construction  have  been  provided  for 
their  use." 

The  enrolment  at  the  Howard  High  School  is  practically 
the  same  as  for  last  year.  Mr.  A.  H.  Smith  has  been  elected 
principal  in  place  of  Miss  Bertha  F.  Lawrence  who  resigned 
last  summer  after  a  long  and  successful  period  of  service. 
One  additional  teacher  has  been  elected  to  the  faculty, — Miss 
Lillian  M.  Turner,  who  has  charge  of  the  science  work.  Miss 
Maud  E.  Metcalf  takes  the  place  of  Miss  Welch  who  resigned 
in  December  to  enter  government  work. 

Principal  Smith  reports  to  me  as  follows: 

"An  entirely  new  course  has  been  added  to

our  curriculum.  The  length  of  time  devoted  to 
many  subjects  has  been  increased  so  that  now- 
all  but  five  (5)  of  our  courses  come  every  day  in 
the  week.  Community  Civics  has  been  required 
of  all  Freshmen  and  Spanish  added  as  an  elec- 
tive in  the  last  two  years.  The  school  day  has 
been  legthened  and  a  recess  of  fifteen  minutes 
has  been  added.  All  periods  are  forty  minutes 
in  length  and  our  school  day  is  five  hours. 

"The  Commercial  Course  has  been  revised 
and  now  conforms  to  that  given  in  the  repre- 
sentative city  high  school.  The  History  has  also 
been  revised  so  that  we  have  a  graded  course  in 
social  subjects  extending  through  four  years. 
With  the  exception  of  Domestic  Science  and 
Manual  Training  we  now  have  courses  in  all  sub- 
jects given  by  any  high  school  in  the  State. 

' '  We  have  the  certificate  privilege  granted 
by  the  College  Entrance  Board,  as  well  as  that  of 
the  State  Normal  Schools.  Recently  Cornell  and 
Syracuse  Universities  granted  us  their  certifi- 
cate privilege  so  that  we  are  able  to  certify  our 
graduates  to  any  college  or  normal  school  which 
allows  entrance  in  this  manner. 

' '  An  attempt  has  been  made  to  introduce 
supervised  study.  Pupils  are  assigned  for  study 
to  rooms  where  no  recitations  are  being  carried 
on.  These  rooms  are  in  charge  of  teachers  who 
direct  the  pupil's  work  and  see  that  no  time  is 
wasted.  Our  arrangement  is  far  from  what  we 
hope  to  attain,  but  already  we  can  see  good  re- 
sults from  our  feeble  attempt. 

"Many  needed  changes  in  text  books  have 
been  made  so  that  our  classes  are  now  using  the 
latest  and  best  books  obtainable. 
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"One  new  room  has  been  fitted  up  for  the 
use  of  our  growing  classes,  and  next  year  we 
shall  open  up  still  another. 

' '  Our  Senior  class  numbers  20,  of  which 
number  14  are  preparing  to  enter  some  institu- 
tion of  higher  learning.  It  is  the  hope  of  the 
Faculty  that  this  number  will  be  added  to  before 
the  end  of  the  school  year. 

"There  has  also  been  a  revival  in  athletic 
interest.  The  Boys'  Basketball  team  is  working 
twice  a  week  under  a  coach,  and  the  girls  have 
two  coaches.  There  is  also  a  series  of  interclass 
games  among  the  girls  for  a  cup.  Practically 
every  pupil  is  a  member  of  the  Athletic  Associ- 
tion  and  we  are  getting  excellent  results. 

"The  spirit  throughout  the  school  is  excel- 
lent. Parents  and  the  pupils  are  co-operating 
cheerfully  and  effectively  with  us  in  our  efforts 
to  make  our  school  one  of  the  best  in  the  state. 
The  Board  of  Trustees  have  been  very  generous 
and  broad-minded,  and  we  enjoy  the  heartiest 
co-operation  of  the  Supt.  of  Schools.  The  future 
seems  bright  and  we  sincerely  trust  that  our 
efforts  may  bring  to  all  of  us  the  consummation 
of  our  great  desire— the  success  and  efficiency 
of  our  high  school/ ' 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  real  achievement  and  the 
outlook  for  the  future  is  bright.  We  have  an  efficient  corps 
of  teachers  to  whom  thanks  are  due  for  hearty  co-operation 
in  the  work  of  the  year.  I  wish  also  to  express  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  school  board  my  appreciation  for  continued  help 
and  support.

Report  of  Special  Committee  on  Howard 
High  School  Situation* 


To  the  Voters  of  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater : 

Gentlemen: — Your  committee  appointed' under  vote  of 
the  Town  June  26,  1918,  for  the  purpose  of  consulting 
with  the  trustees  of  the  Howard  Funds  in  regard  to  the 
future  of  the  "Howard  High  School,"  have  attended  to 
their  duties  and  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

Your  committee  has  consulted  with  the  officers  and  ex- ' 
ecutive  committee  of  the  trustees  of  the  Howard  Funds 
and  made  other  investigations,  which  disclose  the  follow- 
situation :  , 

There  has  been  in  some  form  for  very  many  years  a 
high  school,  or  a  school  for  children  of  high  school  grade 
to  attend,  maintained  by  said  trustees  in  their  building 
known  as  the  "Howard  Seminary  Building."  It  was  orig- 
inally conducted  by  individuals  to  whom  their  property 
was  rented  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  said  school,  and 
also  conducted  a  seminary,  tuition  being  charged  for  at- 
tending the  seminary,  while  the  high  school,  or  school 
held  in  lieu  of  a  high  school,  was  free  to  students  resident 
in  the  Town  of  West  Bridgewater.  . 

In  the  year  1901,  as  an  outgrowth  of  the  assessment  of 
the  trustee's  property  by  the  assessors  of  the  Town,  there 
was  enacted  a  statute  (namely,  Chapter  325  of  the  Acts 
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of  the  Legislature  of  that  year) ,  Section  2  of  which  is  as 
follows: 

"The  real  and  personal  estate  held  by  the 
Trustees  of  the  Howard  Funds  in  West  Bridge- 
water  for  school  purposes  or  lecture  purposes, 
or  the  income  of  which  is  to  be  expended  for 
either  of  said  purposes,  shall  be  exempt  from 
taxation,  to  the  same  extent  as  the  property  of 
other  literary  institutions  incorporated  under 
general  laws  in  this  Commonwealth  is  exempt; 
PROVIDED,  HOWEVER,  that  said  trustees 
shall  maintain  a  high  school  satisfactory  to  the 
Superintendent  of  schools  of  said  town  in  their 
buildings  at  West  Bridgewater,  which  all  pupils 
qualified  for  a  High  schoool  and  living  in  said 
town  may  attend ;  and  if  said  Superintendent,  on 
or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  May  of  any  year, 
shall  certify  to  the  assessors  of  said  town  that 
said  trustees  have  not  during  such  year  main- 
tained a  high  school  satisfactory  to  him,  the  real 
and  personal  property  held  by  such  trustees 
shall  be  liable  to  taxation  in  such  year  as  if  held 
by  an  individual. " 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  said  Statute,  the  Town 
authorities  waived  the  matter  of  taxation,  and  the  trus- 
tees continued  to  conduct  what  has  since  been  known  as 
the  "Howard  High  School/'  bearing  the  entire  expense 
until  the  year  1917,  when  the  Town  contributed 
the  sum  Of  Two  Thousand  ($2,000.00)  Dollars  for 
its  maintenance,  increasing  the  figures  to  Three  Thousand 
($3,000.00)  Dollars  in  the  year  1918. 

The  school  was  conducted  in  the  manner  heretofore 
mentioned  by  the  parties  conducting  the  Seminary  school 
until  the  year  1913,  when  the  trustees  took  over  its  man- 
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agement  and  employed  the  teachers. 

It  has  since  that  date  been  conducted  by  them,  subject, 
however,  according  to  the  provisions  of  said  Act,  to  the 
approval  of  the  school  superintendent.  The  average  at- 
tendance at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  said  Act  did  not 
exceed  twenty-five  (25)  scholars;  since  that  time  there 
has  been  a  rapid  increase  in  the  number  of  scholars  at- 
tending, until  it  has  reached  something  more  than  a 
hundred. 

The  present  standard  of  educational  requirements  has 
demanded  an  elevation  of  the  standard  of  the  school  and 
teachers,  and  the  trustees  have  endeavored  to  keep  pace 
with  progress  in  that  line.  This,  with  increased  attend- 
dance,  has  greatly  increased  the  expenses  of  maintaining 
the  school  at  a  proper  point  of  efficiency,  and  the  trustees 
found  it  necessary  to  call  upon  the  Town  for  assistance,  it 
responding  in  accordance  with  the  figures  mentioned 
above. 

The  trustees  represented  to  your  committee  that  in  their 
efforts  to  maintain  the  school  in  the  past,  notwithstanding 
the  assistance  of  the  Town,  they  have  run  in  debt  to  the 
extent  of  Ten  Thousand  ($10,000.00)  Dollars,  in  order  to 
make  necessary  repairs  and  improvements,  that  their 
buildings,  in  some  respects,  at  least,  require  further  re- 
pairs. 

That  it  was  necessary  last  year  to  employ  an  additional 
teacher  and  another  this  year,  that  a  drawing  teacher 
should  be  employed,  and  that  in  many  ways  the  expenses 
will  increase  in  the  future. 

That  it  will  be  impossible  for  them  to  maintain  an  effi- 
cient high  school  without  very  materially  increased  assist- 
ance from  the  Town;  giving  as  an  estimate,  five  or  six 
thousand  dollars  next  year,  and  suggested  that  there  are 
only  two  courses  open  to  them:  (1)  a  larger  contribution 
from  the  Town;  (2)  that  the  Town  take  over  the  High 
school  and  maintain  it  with  the  assistance  of  the  trustees. 

♦ 
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In  considering  the  first  method,  namely,  a  larger  con- 
tribution to  its  maintenance  by  the  Town,  it  becomes 
necessary  to  consider  the  amendment  to  the  Constitution 
of  Massachusetts,  which  was  adopted  at  the  November 
election,  1917,  which  is  as  follows: 

ARTICLES  OF  AMENDMENT  No.  2,  SEC.  2 

(All  monies  raised  in  the  towns  and  cities  for 
the  support  of  public  schools  shall  be  applied  to, 
and  expended  in,  no  other  schools  than  those 
which  are  conducted  according  to  law,  under 
the  order  and  superintendence  of  the  authorities 
of  the  city  or  town  in  which  the  money  is  ex- 
pended;) and  no  grant,  appropriation  or  use  of 
public  money  or  property  or  loan  of  public  cred- 
it shall  be  made  or  authorized  by  the  Common- 
wealth or  any  political  division  thereof  for  the 
purpose  of  founding,  maintaining  or  aiding  any 
school  or  institution  of  learning,  whether  under 
public  control  or  otherwise,  wherein  any  de- 
nominational doctrine  is  inculcated,  or  any  col- 
lege, infirmary,  hospital  (institution  or  educa- 
tional, charitable  or  religious  undertaking  which 
is  not  publicly  owned  and  under  exclusive  con- 
trol, order  and  superintendance  of  public  of- 
ficers, or  public  agents  authorized  by  the  Com- 
monwealth or  Federal  authority  or  both),  ex- 
cept that  appropriations  may  be  made  for  main- 
tenance and  support  of  the  Soldiers'  Home  in 
Massachusetts  and  for  public  libraries  in  any 
city  or  town  and  to  carry  out  legal  obligations, 
if  any  already  entered  into ;  and  no  such  grant, 
appropriation  or  use  of  public  money  or  prop- 
erty or  loan  of  public  credit  shall  be  made  or 
authorized  for  the  purpose  of  founding,  main- 
taining or  aiding  any  church,  religious  denom- 
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ination  or  society. 

SECTION  5.  This  amendment  shall  not  take 
effect  until  October  first  next  succeeding  its  rat- 
ification and  adoption  by  the  people. 

The  wording  of  this  amendment  would  seem  to  ex- 
clude the  town's  right  to  assist  in  the  maintenance  of  a 
school,  a  large  part  of  which  is  supported  from  funds 
held  by  private  individuals  or  trustees,  who  employ  the 
teachers,  and  who,  in  short,  conduct  the  school,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  school  superintendent. 

Concerning  the  second  method,  the  executive  commit- 
tee of  the  trustees  expressed  a  willingness  to  enter  into 
some  arrangement  with  the  town,  for  the  latter  to  take 
over  the  control  of  the  High  school,  they  contributing  to 
its  maintenance  by  the  use  of  their  building,  which  seems 
to  be  fairly  adapted,  and  which  is  now  being  used  for 
that  purpose;  the  trustees  further  contributing  to  such 
extent  and  in  such  ways  as  should  be  agreed  upon  in 
carrying  out  the  details. 

Your  committee  believes  that  it  was  the  intention  of 
the  original  founders  of  the  Trust  Funds  that  the  town's 
people  should  receive  the  benefits  therefrom  by  way  of 
education  for  their  children,  and  it  would  be  unfortun- 
ate for  the  town  to  lose  the  co-operation  and  assistance 
of  the  trustees  in  the  maintenance  of  its  educational 
institutions. 

The  serious  doubt  of  the  town's  having  the  right  to 
assess  its  citizens  for  the  support  of  the  school,  while 
under  private  control,  would  seem,  in  the  minds  of  your 
committee,  to  make  the  continuation  of  that  method  of 
more  than  doubtful  wisdom. 

While  your  committee  do  not  feel  called  upon  to  make 
specific  recommendations,  they  do  deem  it  within  their 
province  to  suggest  to  the  town  the  serious  consideration 
of  the  question  of  taking  over  the  High  school,  and  con- 
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ducting  it  as  a  strictly  public  school,  with  the  co-opera- 
tion and  assistance  of  the  trustees. 

If  the  town  should  consider  taking  any  action  in  the 
matter,  the  employment  of  teachers  and  the  successful 
conduct  of  the  school  next  year  would  seem  to  call  for 
reasonably  early  consideration  and  action. 

It  is  the  feeling  of  your  committee  that  the  first  thing 
to  be  considered  is  the  maintenance  of  the  school  upon  a 
high  standard.  It  has  been  in  the  last  few  years  and  is 
unquestionably  now  being  elevated,  and  materially  im- 
proved through  the  efforts  of  the  trustees ;  and  your  com- 
mittee wish  to  commend  the  conduct  of  the  trustees  in 
their  efforts  to  establish  and  maintain  a  good  school  for 
the  benefit  of  the  town,  and  the  committee  agree  with  the 
trustees  that  they  are  unable,  in  view  of  the  increased 
expenses,  to  conduct  the  school  as  it  should  be  conducted 
without  very  material  and  increased  assistance.

Report  of  Selectmen

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Town,  the  Bureau 
of  Statistics  have  audited  the  Town's  accounts  and  their 
report  is  herein  printed  in  full.  To  comply  with  the  sys- 
tem of  the  Bureau,  which  the  Town  voted  to  adopt,  the 
Selectmen  appointed  Arthur  C.  Peckham  as  Town  Ac- 
countant for  three  years  and  he  is  doing  the  work  in  a 
most  satisfactory  and  efficient  manner. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Town  Accountant  to  render  a  report 
of  all  the  financial  transactions  of  the  Town  which  he  has 
done  under  the  direction  of  the  Bureau  of  Statistics. 

The  Town  property  under  the  care  of  the  Selectmen  is 
in  good  condition  with  the  exception  of  the  heating  sys- 
tem at  the  Town  Hall.  It  will  be  necessary  to  install  a 
new  heating  system  as  the  hot-air  furnaces,  which  have 
been  in  since  the  Hall  was  built  are  worn  out  and  un- 
safe to  use.  We  should  recommend  that  a  steam-heating 
system  be  installed  in  place  of  the  old  hot-air  furnaces. 
While  the  first  cost  will  be  greater,  the  final  cost  of  heat- 
ing and  maintenance  will  be  much  less.

The  system  of  accounts  installed  is  designed  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  municipality  by  furnishing  data  relative 
to  the  exact  condition  of  the  several  appropriation  ac- 
counts, and  to  the  true  financial  condition  of  the  town. 

The  several  books  and  forms  are  so  designed  as  to  cor- 
relate the  accounts  of  all  departments.  If  the  work  of 
the  system  is  kept  up  to  date,  I  feel  certain  that  it  will  be 
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of  invaluable  assistance  to  the  several  officials,  and  will 
produce  results  that  will  prove  to  be  highly  satisfactory.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an 
audit  of  the  accounts  of  the  town  of  West  Bridgewater 
and  have  installed  an  accounting  system,  as  petitioned 
for  by  vote  of  the  town  and  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  Chapter  598  of  the  Acts  of  1910,  as  amended. 

The  first  vote  of  the  town  called  for  an  audit  of  the 
accounts  only;  while  this  work  was  being  done,  attention 
was  directed  to  certain  features  of  the  system  of  accounts 
in  use  that  could  be  perfected,  and  to  the  fact  that  the 
work  of  the  officers  would  be  greatly  facilitated  if  an  ac- 
counting system  such  as  has  been  installed  in  many  of  the 
cities  and  towns  by  the  Bureau  of  Statistics,  were  adapt- 
ed. Acting  upon  the  advice  given,  a  special  town  meet- 
ing was  called  and  a  vote  passed  which  provided  for  the 
installation  of  the  standard  accounting  system ;  also  at  the 
same  meeting  action  was  taken  authorizing  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  town  accountant,  so  that  now  ample  provision 
has  been  made  for  the  keeping  of  the  accounts  of  the  town 
upon  a  practical  and  business  basis  that  will,  I  feel  sure, 
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produce  satisfactory  results  to  the  citizens  of  the  town. 

In  this  connection  I  wish  to  state  that  much  credit  is 
due  to  the  town  officials  for  the  many  improvements  made 
in  their  accounts  prior  to  the  work  done  by  us.  For  a 
number  of  years,  classification  sheets  such  as  are  recom- 
mended by  us  had  been  in  use,  and  the  town  had  also 
adopted  the  practice  of  paying  upon  a  treasurer's  war- 
rant instead  of  individual  orders,  so  that  it  was  unnecss- 
sary  to  make  any  change  in  these  forms. 

The  old  system  was  lacking  in  that  no  controlling  ac- 
counts had  been  kept,  and  there  was  no  adequate  check 
on  accounts  receivable.  I  found  in  making  the  audit  that 
errors  had  been  made  in  reporting,  although  the  cash  had 
been  fully  accounted  for.  The  old  sysem  lacked  the 
guided  necessary  for  directing  attention  to  clerical  errors 
made,  or  the  failure  to  raise  sums  appropriated.  Under 
the  system  installed,  attention  will  be  focused  on  the  rev- 
enue and  appropriation  accounts,  and  I  feel  sure  that  the 
difficulties  experienced  in  the  past  will  not  recur. 

Appended  to  this  report  is  a  balance  sheet  as  of  Octo- 
ber 31,  1918,  in  which  will  be  seen  that  overdrafts  for 
both  1917  and  1918  are  shown.  These  are  accounted  for 
by  the  fact  that  no  regular  appropriation  account  had 
been  kept,  so  that  the  true  condition  of  the  accounts  was 
not  realized,  and  the  fact  that  it  was  the  custom  to  drop 
both  balances  and  overdrafts  at  the  end  of  the  year.  I 
believe  the  town  should  by  vote  authorize  the  charging 
off  of  these  items  against  the  excess  and  deficiency  fund, 
which  appears  to  be  ample  to  cover  the  same ;  if  this  au- 
thority is  not  given,  the  amount  should  be  raised  by  taxa- 
tion, and  in  the  future,  if  expenditures  are  confined 
strictly  to  the  appropriations,  no  difficulty  need  be  expe- 
rienced in  the  conduct  of  town  affairs,  since  the  town  will 
receive  service  to  the  extent  of  the  appropriations  only, 
which  is  all  they  are  entitled  to  receive. 

The  audit  was  made  for  the  period  from  January  1, 


1913  to  August  31,  1918. 

The  records  of  appropriations  made  were  checked  to 
the  assessor's  records  and  to  the  town  reports,  and  the 
expenditures  on  account  of  the  several  appropriations 
were  compared  for  the  five-year  period.  As  explained, 
many  accounts  had  been  dropped  without  a  proper  clos- 
ing. No  permanent  record  had  been  kept  of  departmental 
receipts,  or  departmental  accounts  receivable.  I  checked 
the  accounts  found,  and  reconciled  them  with  the  treas- 
urer's account. 

Numerous  clerical  errors  were  discovered  in  the  report- 
ing, but  in  view  of  the  fact  that  appropriation  balances 
and  overdrafts  were  dropped  at  the  end  of  the  year,  the 
cash  was  not  affected. 

The  classification  book  kept  by  the  selectmen  was 
checked,  and  reported  expenditures  were  reconciled  with 
the  treasurer's  accounts. 

From  March  1917,  payments  on  account  of  the  general 
accounts  of  the  town  had  been  made  on  treasury  war- 
rants. These  warrants  were  made  out  in  duplicate,  ap- 
proved by  the  selectmen  and  by  the  town  auditors,  after 
which  they  were  passed  to  the  treasurer  for  payment. 
The  warrants  when  paid  were  receipted  by  the  individual 
when  payment  was  received  in  cash,  but  if  a  check  was 
sent  the  check  number  was  inserted. 

Departmental  pay-rolls  were  examined  and  checked 
to  the  warrants. 

The  treasurer  is  also  collector  of  taxes  and  collector  of 
water  rates. 

The  treasurer's  cash  books  were  added  for  the  period 
covered  by  the  audit,  and  the  receipts  were  analyzed  and 
checked  to  their  sources.  Payments  were  checked  to  the 
selectmen's  orders  as  issued,  or  to  the  treasury  warrants. 

The  cash  balance  was  proved  and  bank  balances  were 
reconciled. 

The  tax  commitments  of  the  years  1913  to  1917,  inclu- 
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sive,  were  added  and  compared  with  the  assessors'  war- 
rants. The  collector's  cash  book  was  added  and  proved; 
the  abatements  were  checked  with  the  assessors'  orders 
and  outseanding  tax  accounts  were  listed.  Verification 
notices  were  sent  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  ap- 
peared on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  and  as 
no  replies  were  received  claiming  to  have  paid,  I  am  sat- 
isfied the  accounts  are  correct. 

The  commitment  and.  cash  books  have  been  accurately 
kept,  but  few  minor  errors  being  found,  The  accuracy  of 
the  work  on  the  books  reflects  credit  for  the  official  in 
charge. 

The  water  accounts  had  been  kept  independent  of  the 
general  accounts  of  the  town.  Orders  were  drawn  direct 
on  the  treasurer,  were  paid  by  him,  and  recorded  on 
special  books  kept  for  this  department. 

The  orders  were  checked  with  the  treasurer's  pay- 
ments. The  commitments  of  charges  for  the  use  of  water, 
service  charges,  etc.,  were  added,  collections  were 
checked  to  the  treasurer's  books  and  outstanding1  ac- 
counts were  listed  and  proved. 

The  cash  has  been  kept  separate  from  general  funds 
of  the  town.  Certain  of  the  surplus  had  been  placed  on 
deposit  and  held  for  the  payment  of  debt  and  for  perma- 
nent construction  work.  The  cash  on  hand  and  in  the 
funds  was  checked  and  proved. 

The  wisdom  of  keeping  water  revenue  for  water  de- 
partment purposes,  or  for  meeting  annually  recurring 
charges,  even  though  adding  but  slightly  to  the  value  of 
the  plant,  cannot  be  questioned;  but  this  can  be  done 
without  the  necessity  of  operating  apart  from  the  general 
accounts,  as  has  been  the  custom.  Following  recom- 
mendations made,  the  warrant  will  be  substituted  for  the 
orders,  and  all  accounts  will  be  reflected  on  the  account- 
ant's books. 

The  library  accounts  were  checked,  and  cash  and 


investments  of  the  funds  were  examined  and  checked. 

The  savings  bank  books  have  been  transferred  to  the 
town  treasurer,  but  the  investments  are  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  trustees. 

The  bank  books  of  the  cemetery  perpetual  care  funds 
were  examined  and  verified. 

Appended  to  this  report  are  summary  statements  of  the 
general  and  water  accounts  for  the  period  from  January 
1,  1913  to  August  31,  1918,  a  reconciliation  of  the  treas- 
urer's cash  August  31,  1918,  a  reconciliation  of  the  tax 
accounts,  and  a  balance  sheet  as  of  October  31,  1018. 

The  new  system  of  accounts  was  opened  on  the  books 
as  of  January  1,  1918,  and  all  accounts  were  posted  to 
October  31,  1918. 

The  system  provides  for  a  reporting  by  every  depart- 
ment on  especially  designed  forms  to  the  town  account- 
ant. In  this  way  his  books  will  reflect  at  all  times  the  true 
financial  condition  of  the  town.  The  system  further  pro- 
vides automatic  checks  which  will  furnish  the  adminis- 
trative officers  with  information  that  should  fcrove  helpful 
in  carrying  on  the  work  of  the  respective  departments. 

The  primary  object  of  a  system  of  accounts  is  to  insure 
a  more  efficient  expenditure  of  public  money.  This  can 
be  done  by  keeping  each  department  official  constantly 
advised  as  to  the  condition  of  the  appropriations  under 
his  control. 

The  statutes  specifically  provide  that  the  several  de- 
partments shall  not  incur  liabilitites  in  excess  of  the  sum 
appropriated  for  their  use,  with  certain  specific  excep- 
tions ;  it  is  necessary  therefore,  to  plan  the  work  carefully 
in  order  that  the  greatest  amount  of  service  may  be  ob- 
tained with  the  means  at  hand. 

A  list  of  the  books  and  forms  provided  for  the  town, 
together  with  a  brief  description  of  their  use  and  certain 
general  instructions  relative  to  the  keeping  of  the  ac- 
counts follows : 
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Journal  for  accountant. 

Cash  book  for  accountant. 

Ledger  for  accountant.. 

Cash  book  for  treasurer. 

Schedule  of  departmental  bills  payable. 

Schedule  of  collector's  payments  to  treasurer. 

Schedule  of  departmental  payments  to  treasurer. 

Schedule  of  treasurer's  receipts. 

Schedule  of  tax  abatements  allowed. 

Voucher  folder. 

General  department  pay-rolls. 

School  department  pay-rolls. 

All  these  books  and  forms  are  arranged  so  as  to  sim- 
plify the  reporting  and  make  possible  a  proper  check  on 
the  accounting  of  public  moneys ;  also  to  insure  a  classifi- 
cation of  both  receipts  and  payments.  All  moneys  re- 
ceived from  every  source  and  paid  to  the  treasurer  are 
also  reported  to  the  accountant,  in  whose  book  will  be 
recorded  all  cash  transactions  in  detail,  which  will  fur- 
nish an  absolute  check  on  the  total. 

Journal. — This  is  a  bound  book  of  the  ordinary  two- 
column  stock  type.  It  forms,  together  with  the  cash  book, 
the  medium  from  which  all  entries  in  the  general  ledger 
are  posted,  as  it  is  of  vital  importance  that  no  entry  shall 
be  originated  in  the  general  ledger. 

The  journal  is  used  for  keeping  a  record  of  the  debiting 
and  crediting  of  items  in  the  ledger,  such  as  opening  en- 
tries, budget  appropriation  entries,  the  entering  of  tax 
commitments,  the  abatement  of  taxes,  accounts  receiv- 
able, and  all  entries  which  are  not  strictly  cash  book 
transactions. 

It  is  important  that  all  journal  entries  state  clearly  the 
ledger  accounts  which  are  to  be  debited  and  credited; 
also  that  a  full  explanation  of  the  entry  be  made,  in  order 
that  the  transaction  may  be  fully  understood  by  anyone 
examining  the  accounts  . 
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Cash  Book  (For  Accountant). — This  is  a  bound  book 
similar  to  those  used  in  ordinary  commercial  accounting. 
In  this  book  should  be  recorded  all  transactions  involving 
the  receipt  or  disbursement  of  cash,  in  order  that  the  total 
transactions  for  a  given  period  may  be  shown  at  a  glance. 

All  entries  made  on  the  debit  side  of  the  cash  book 
should  clearly  state  the  source  from  which  the  money  was 
received  ^and  the  department  or  account  to  which  the 
same  should  be  posted  in  the  ledger;  and  all  entries  on 
the  credit  side  should  show  to  whom  the  money  was  paid 
and  the  appropriation  or  account  against  which  the 
amount  should  be  posted  in  the'ledger. 

All  n\oneys  received  from  every  source  will  be  reported 
to  the  accountant;  therefore  in  the  latter's  cash  book  will 
be  recorded  cash  transactions  which  are  similar  to  those 
of  the  treasurer,  except  in  detail,  and  which  will  furnish 
an  absolute  check  on  the  total. 

Ledger. — This  is  of  the  loose-leaf  type ;  when  the  sev- 
eral sheets  are  properly  arranged  and  placed  in  the 
binder  provided  for  the  purpose,  they  form  the  general 
ledger,  in  which  is  recorded,  in  controlling  accounts,  all 
of  the  financial  transactions  of  the  town. 

The  accounts  in  the  general  ledger  are  separated  and 
grouped  in  sections,  as  follows : 

First — Assets  and  liabilities.  , 

Second — Revenue  accounts. 

Third — Appropriation  accounts. 

Fourth — Funded  or  fixed  debt. 

Fifth — Trust  funds. 

From  the  ledger  information  relative  to  the  condition 
of  the  several  appropriations  may  readily  be  obtained  and 
the  administrative  officers  may  keep  constantly  informed 
of  the  .amounts  expended,  also  of  amounts  available  for 
the  balance  of  the  year.  This  information  is  very  neces- 
sary in  view  of  the  statute  which  expressly  forbids  the 
incurring  of  liabilities  in  excess  of  the  appropriations 
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made  for  the  use  of  the  several  departments ;  unless  the 
work  is  well  planned,  it  will  be  found  that  the  appropria- 
tions will  be  exhausted  before  the  end  of  the  year,  with 
much  needed  work  still  to  be  done. 

Cash  Book  (For  Treasurer). — This  is  a  bound  book 
especially  designed  for  the  recording  of  all  the  cash  re- 
ceipts and  disbursements  of  the  treasury  department  in 
one  book. 

Schedule  of  Bills  Payable. — Gn  these  sheets  each  de- 
partment should  list  all  bills  approved  for  payment,  and 
should  forward  the  same,  accompanied  by  the  original 
bills  to  the  accountant.  From  these  the  treasury  war- 
rants are  prepared. 

Schedule  of  Collector's  Payments  to  Treasurer. — These 
are  especially  designed  forms  for  the  reporting  to  the 
accountant  of  payments  made  to  the  treasurer  by  the  col- 
lector. From  these  reports  the  accountant  is  enabled  to 
classify  properly  the  collector's  receipts  and  verify  the 
receipts  reported  by  the  treasurer. 

Schedule  of  Departmental  Payments  to  Treasurer. — 
This  form  is  for  the  use  of  departments,  except  those  for 
which  special  forms  are  prepared,  for  reporting  pay- 
ments to  the  treasurer. 

Schedule  of  Treasurer's  Receipts. — The  treasurer  will 
use  these  forms  in  reporting  the  cash  receipts  to  the  ac- 
countant. They  form  the  basis  of  the  debit  entries  in  the 
accountant's  cash  book,  and,  together  with  the  schedules 
of  payments  to  the  treasurer,  serve  as  an  automatic  check 
on  the  cash  account,  furnishing  the  accountant  with  the 
necessary  information  for  keeping  his  accounts  'up  to  date 
at  all  times,  also  enabling  statements  to  be  drawn  off 
showing  actual  cash  transactions.  By  the  use  of  printed 
forms  for  the  reporting  of  all  items  involving  cash,  but 
little  time  is  required  for  reporting  the  same. 

Schedule  of  Tax  Abatements  Allowed. — This  form  is 
for  the  use  of  the  assessors  in  reporting  abatements  to 
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the  accountant,  so  that  he  may  credit  the  collector  with 
these  items  in  addition  to  his  cash  payments  to  the  treas- 
urer. On  the  accountant's  book  the  collector  is  charged 
with  the  commitment  and  credited  with  collections  paid 
the  treasurer;  if  to  the  collections  are  added  abatements 
allowed,  the  accountant's  ledger  will  show,  in  his  col- 
lector's account,  the  exact  amount  of  outstanding  taxes. 

Voucher  Folder. — This  form  is  for  the  use  of  the  town 
accountant  and  is  designed  for  the  purpose  of  securing 
uniformity  in  the  filing  of  bills. 

General  Department  Pay-rolls. — These  are  to  be  used 
by  all  departments,  except  the  school  department,  in 
making  up  their  weekly  or  monthly  pay-rolls,  and  are  de- 
signed for  the  purpose  of  securing  uniformity  in  the  pay- 
rolls of  all  departments. 

School  Department  Pay-rolls. — These  are  especially 
designed  for  the  use  of  the  school  department,  provision 
being  made  for  showing  the  gross  amount  of  salary  due 
each  teacher  or  employee,  the  amount  of  deduction  on 
account  of  the  retirement  fund,  the  net  amount  received 
by  each  person  and  the  total  amount  to  be  sent  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  retirement  fund. 

Revenue. — Upon  receipt  of  notice  from  the  town  clerk 
of  appropriations  voted  by  the  town,  to  be  raised  by  tax- 
ation, a  journal  entry  should'  be  made  debiting  revenue 
and  crediting  the  proper  appropriation  accounts.  When 
the  tax  warrant  is  delivered  to  the  collector,  this  account 
should  be  credited  and  taxes  debited. 

At  the  close  of  the  year,  journal  entry  should  be  made 
debiting  all  unexpended  appropriation  accounts  (the  ob- 
ject for  which  the  appropriation  was  made  having  been 
completed)  and  crediting  revenue.  The  estimated  re- 
ceipt account  should  also  be  closed  out  into  the  revenue 
account  at  the  close  of  the  year,  and  the  revenue  account 
closed  into  the  excess  and  deficiency  account. 

Estimated  Receipts. — The  amount  of  estimated  receipts 
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deducted  by  the  assessors  in  determining  the  amount  to 
be  raised  by  taxation  should  be  debited  to  the  estimated 
receipt  account  and  the  revenue  account  credited ;  as  cash 
is  received  estimated  receipts  should  be  credited  and  cash 
debited. 

Taxes. — Upon  the  delivery  of  the  assessors'  warrant 
for  the  collection  of  taxes,  a  journal  entry  should  be  made 
debiting  taxes  with  the  total  amount  of  the  commitment 
and  crediting  revenue,  state  tax,  county  tax,  state  high- 
way tax  and  overlay  with  the  several  amounts  appearing 
in  the  warrant. 

As  money  is  paid  into  the  town  treasury,  cash  should 
be  debited  and  the  tax  account  credited.  When  abate- 
ments are  granted  by  the  assessors,  a  journal  entry  should 
be  made  crediting  taxes  and  debiting  overlay. 

Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  State  Aid. — This  ac- 
count represents  the  amount  due  from  the  Common- 
wealth for  State  Aid  disbursed  during  the  previous  year. 
Upon  receipt  of  money  from  the  State,  cash  should  be 
debited  and  State  Aid  credited.  At  the  close  of  the  year, 
a  journal  entry  should  be  made  debiting  State  Aid  due 
from  the  Commonwealth  and  crediting  the  State  Aid 
account  appearing  in  the  appropriation  section  of  the 
ledger  with  the  amount  of  State  Aid  disbursed  during  the 
year. 

Poor  Department  Accounts  Receivable. — When  bills 
are  sent  to  the  State,  cities  and  towns,  or  individuals  for 
aid  rendered  paupers  not  having  a  settlement  in  West 
Bridgewater,  a  journal  entry  should  be  made  debiting  the 
the  poor  department  accounts  receivable  and  crediting 
departmental  revenue  with  the  amount  of  the  charge ;  as 
cash  is  received,  the  amounts  receivable  account  should 
be  credited  and  cash  debited. 

The  same  procedure  should  be  followed  in  the  case  of 
accounts  receivable  of  all  departments  rendering  bills  for 
amounts  due  the  town.

Water  Rates. — Upon  receipt  of  notice  from  the  water 
registrar  of  the  amount  of  the  commitment  of  water  rates, 
a  journal  entry  should  be  made  debiting  water  rates  and 
crediting  water  revenue  with  the  amount  of  the  commit- 
ment; as  money  is  paid  into  the  town  treasury,  water 
rates  should  be  credited  and  cash  debited. 

Overlay. — Whenever  abatements  are  granted  by  the 
assessors,  a  journal  entry  should  be  made  debiting  over- 
lay and  crediting  taxes  for  the  amount  of  the  abatements. 
Any  balance  in  the  overlay  account  in  excess  of  the 
amount  of  the  warrant  remaining  to  be  collected  or 
abated  should,  by  journal  entry,  be  transferred  to  the 
overlay  reserve  fund. 

Overlay  Reserve  Fund  (Overlay  Surplus) — This  ac- 
count represents  the  surplus  or  difference  between  the 
overlay  and  the  abatements  granted  by  the  assessors,  and 
should  be  reserved  for  extraordinary  or  unforeseen  ex- 
penses, as  required  by  Chapter  649,  Acts  of  1913,  as 
amended  by  Chapter  823,  Acts  of  1913. 

Revenue  Loans. — Whenever  loans  are  issued  in  antici- 
pation of  revenue,  the  cash  account  should  be  debited  and 
the  revenue  loan  account  credited;  when  the  loan  is  paid 
a  warrant  should  be  drawn,  revenue  loan  account  debited, 
and  cash  credited. 

Departmental  Revenue  (Not  available  until  collected) 
— This  account  represents  revenue  of  the  several  depart- 
ments on  account  of  charges  for  services  rendered  or 
materials  furnished.  At  the  end  of  each  month  the 
amount  of  cash  received  on  account  of  departmental 
charges  should  be  credited  by  journal  entry  to  the  proper 
appropriation  account  and  departmental  revenue  should 
be  debited. 

Water  Revenue  (Not  available  until  collected). — This 

account  represents  revenue  of  the  water  department  on 
account  of  charges  for  water  rates,  etc.  At  the  end  of  the 
month  the  water  revenue  account  should  be  debited  with 
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the  amount  of  cash  received  during  the  month  on  account 
of  water  rates,  etc.,  and  the  water  department  appropria- 
tion account  credited. 

Net  Bonded  Debt. — When  debt  is  incurred  by  the 
issue  of  bonds  or  notes  (for  other  than  temporary  revenue 
loans),  a  journal  entry  should  be  made  debiting  net 
bonded  debt  and  crediting  the  specific  loan  account. 
When  the  bonds  are  paid,  the  specific  loan  account  should 
be  debited  and  net  bonded  debt  credited. 

Trust  Funds. — When  money  is  received  the  income  of 
which  is  to  be  used  for  some  specific  purpose,  cash  should 
be  debited  and  the  special  fund  account  credited.  A  war- 
rant should  be  drawn  authorizing  the  treasurer  to  deposit 
the  amount  in  the  savings  bank,  cash  should  be  credited 
and  trust  funds  (cash  and  securities)  debited. 

As  income  is  withdrawn  from  the  bank,  cash  should  be 
debited  and  the  specific  purpose  for  which  the  fund  was 
created  (such  as  library,  cemetery,  etc.),  credited.  At 
the  end  of  the  year,  the  income  in  excess  of  the  with- 
drawals should  be  entered  on  the  books  by  debiting  trust 
funds  (cash  and  securities),  and  crediting  the  specific 
fund  account. 

While  engaged  in  making  the  audit  and  in  installing 
the  system  of  accounts,  I  received  hearty  co-operation 
from  every  department  official.  To  those  who  gave  much 
valuable  time,  and  greatly  assisted  me  in  this  work,  I 
wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistant  and  for  myself,  to  express 
appreciation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN  AND  TRUSTEES 

The  year's  work  has  been  very  satisfactory,  although 
the  circulation  has  not  been  quite  as  large  as  in  former 
years,  this  is  owing  to  the  enforced  closing  for  five  weeks, 
two  caused  by  the  coal  shortage  in  the  winter  and  three 
later  owing  to  the  epidemic.  The  late  war  books  of  which 
we  have  about  forty  are  much  in  demand. 

Through  the  kindness  of  Mrs.  Prescott  Snell  who  gives 
her  service  freely,  the  North  Elm  street  branch  has  had 
its  usual  circulation.  We  have  supplied  for  school  use,  to 
High  school  25  books,  grammar  school  69  books  and  30 
magazines;  also  the  Red  Cross  bulletin  has  been  of  use  to 
the  pupils  in  furnishing  material  for  papers  on  its  organ- 
ization and  work. 

The  Official  Bulletin  sent  us  since  the  entrance  of  the 
United  States  into  the  world  war  has  been  helpful  to  the 
pupils  of  the  High  school,  such  articles  as  "Governmental 
Control  of  the  Railroads,"  and  others  being  used  for  com- 
position work.  We  are  glad  to  be  of  assistance  to  any 
who  come,  and  if  books  are  not  available  on  later  subjects 
we  often  have  pamphlets  on  events  and  problems  of  the 
day. 

The  reading  room  is  well  supplied  with  magazines; 
thirty-five  being  on  our  table  and  shelves,  and  those  wish- 
ing to  avail  themselves  of  a  quiet  hour,  combined  with 
pleasure  and  profit  are  always  welcome,  there  has  been 
some  changes  in  the  magazines  but  the  best  can  always  be 
found  on  our  shelves.

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ABSTRACT  FROM  CHAPTER  99  OF  THE  REVISED 
LAWS  OF  MASSACHUSETTS 

Sec.  3.  Physicians  and  midwives  shall,  within  forty- 
eight  hours  after  the  birth  of  every  child  in  cases  of  which 
they  were  in  charge,  mail  or  deliver  to  the  clerk  or  regis- 
trar of  the  city  or  town  in  which  the  birth  occurred  a 
notice  stating  the  date  and  place  of  the  birth,  giving  the 
street  number  if  any,  color  and  the  family  name.  They 
shall  within  fifteen  days  after  the  birth,  mail  or  deliver  to 
the  clerk  or  registrar  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  the 
birth  occurred  a  report  of  the  birth,  stating  the  date  and 
place,  the  name,  if  any  of  the  child,  its  sex  and  color,  and 
the  names,  ages,  places  of  birth,  occupations  and  resi- 
dences of  the  parents,  giving  the  street  number,  if  there 
be  any,  and  the  number  of  the  ward  in  a  city,  the  maiden 
name  of  the  mother,  if  the  full  return  is  not  made  within 
the  forty-eight  hours. 

The  fee  of  the  physician  or  midwife  shall  be  twenty- 
five  cents  for  each  birth  so  reported.  A  physician  or  mid- 
wife who  neglects  to  report  each  birth  within  forty-eight 
hours  or  fifteen  days  thereafter,  shall  for  each  offence  for- 
feit a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars. 

Sec.  6.  Parents  within  forty  days  after  the  birth  of  a 
child  and  every  householder  within  forty  days  after  a 
birth  in  his  house,  shall  cause  notice  thereof  to  be  given 
to  the  clerk  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  such  child  is  born. 

The  facts  required  for  record,  as  stated  in  section  3, 
shall  so  far  as  known  or  obtainable,  be  included  in  every 
notice  given  under  the  provision  of  this  section. 

Sec.  8.  A  parent,  or  other  persons,  who  by  section  6  i* 
required  to  give,  or  cause  to  be  given,  notice  of  a  birth  or 
death,  who  neglects  to  do  so  for  ten  days  after  the  time-

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limited  therefor,  shall  forfeit  not  more  than  five  dollars 
for  each  offence. 

Sec.  24.  The  Town  Clerk  will  furnish  blanks  for  re- 
turns of  births  to  parents,  householders,  physicians  and 
midwives  who  apply  therefor.

The  figures  given  in  the  preceding  table  are  taken  from 
annual  reports  made  to  the  State  Board  of  Education  and 
show  at  a  glance  the  comparative  standing  of  our  schools 


in  two  successive  years.  While  there  was  a  decided  drop 
in  membership  for  the  school  year  ending  in  June,  1918, 
the  per  cent  of  attendance  was  the  same  as  for  the  pre- 
ceding year.  It  is  especially  noteworthy,  however,  that  in 
spite  of  the  unusually  cold  and  stormy  weather  of  last 
winter,  our  schools  were  actually  in  session  two  days 
longer  than  in  the  preceding  year.  A  study  of  the  table 
giving  the  membership  by  grades  as  of  January  1,  1918 
and  1919,  shows  that  the  total  membership  for  the  two 
dates  is  practically  the  same.  The  data  available  at 
present  would  seem  to  indicate  no  great  increase  in  mem- 
bership during  the  next  year  or  two. 

In  preparing  this  report  for  the  consideration  of  the 
citizens  of  the  town,  the  thought  uppermost  in  mind  cen- 
ters about  the  schools  in  their  relation  to  the  great  world 
war  and  the  effect  this  war  has  had  upon  them.  The 
demands  made  by  the  government  upon  all  kinds  of  indus- 
tries, the  shortage  of  labor  and  the  consequent  increase  in 
wages,  has  opened  to  our  boys  and  girls  opportunities  for 
immediate  profit  too  strong  for  them  and  their  parents  to 
resist.  During  the  past  year  seventy-four  working  cer- 
tificates have  been  issued  to  fifty  different  boys  and  girls 
between  the  ages  of  fourteen  and  sixteen,  most  of  whom 
have  thus  early  closed  their  school  careers.  A  few  de- 
lude themselves  with  the  thought  that  attendance  upon 
night-school  will  supply  the  educational  advantage  they 
have  voluntarily  surrended.  The  fact  remains,  however, 
that  the  voluntary  membership  of  the  night-school  is 
made  up  largely  of  those  who  have  been  deprived  of  early 
opportunities  rather  than  of  those  who  preferred  the  shop 
to  the  school. 

To  a  still  larger  group,  those  between  sixteen  and 
twenty-one,  179  employment  certificates  have  been  issued 
to  115  different  boys  and  girls,  many  of  whom  should  be 
in  High  school  preparing  for  a  life  of  greater  usefulness 
and  individual  profit.    An  analysis  of  the  figures  given 
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above  reveals  an  almost  startling  amount  of  shifting  em- 
ployment. Of  the  165  persons  to  whom  certificates  were 
issued,  more  than  one-third  came  back  for  a  second  cer- 
tificate within  the  year,  while  more  than  one-seventh  of 
these  people  obtained  three  or  more  certificates  during 
the  same  period.  Part  of  this  shifting  employment  means 
better  wages  or  better  working  conditions,  but  no  incon- 
siderable part  is  due  to  failure  to  make  good  on  the  job. 
An  intimate  acquaintance  with  the  facts  for  a  consider- 
able period  of  years  convinces  me  that  there  is  a  very 
close  connection  between  success  or  failure  in  school  work 
and  the  ability  or  inability  to  retain  even  the  commonest 
kind  of  a  job.  To  those  who  have  had  a  vision  of  the 
future  and  have  had  the  courage  to  Stay  in  school  the  re- 
ward is  sure  to  come ;  it  may  not  be  this  year  or  next,  but 
some  day  in  the  years  to  come  they  will  look  back  upon 
the  decisions  made  at  this  time  as  among  the  most  mo- 
mentous of  their  lives. 

In  my  last  report  reference  was  made  to  the  shortage 
of  trained  and  experienced  teachers.  Conditions  have  not 
improved  during  the  year  and  there  is  little  prospect  for 
any  great  improvement  for  perhaps  years  to  come.  Some 
withdrawals  from  the  profession  will  be  only  temporary, 
but  many  have  left  the  work  never  to  return.  The  short- 
age of  teachers  has  been  met  in  part  by  drawing  upon 
those  formerly  in  the  profession  for  regular  work,  but  this 
policy  has  reduced  the  number  of  available  substitutes  so 
much  needed  in  times  of  sickness. 

Writers  and  public  speakers  have  paid  glowing  tributes 
to  the  part  teachers  and  pupils  have  played  in  helping  to 
win  the  war.  Red  Cross  work,  the  sale  of  liberty  bonds 
and  thrift  stamps,  the  great  war  work  drive,  all  have 
made  heavy  demands  upon  both  teacher  and  pupil,  in 
addition  to  the  regular  work  of  the  school.  Our  own 
schools  have  had  no  inconsiderable  part  in  this  work  and 
have  every  reason  to  be  proud  of  the  record  they  have 
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made.  They  have,  on  many  occasions,  served  as  public- 
ity agents,  have  had  their  full  share  in  selling  and  buying 
thrift  stamps;  they  have  been  active  in  Red  Cross  work 
and  have  contributed  their  part  in  food  production  in- 
crease so  essential  to  wining  the  war. 

A  noted  writer  once  said. that  teaching  is  the  poorest 
paid  and  best  rewarded  of  all  professions.  The  rewards, 
however,  are  of  too  intangible  a  nature  to  be  of  much 
service  in  meeting  obligations  promptly  and  without 
worry.  In  recent  years  there  has  been  a  country-wide 
movement  to  remove  from  the  profession  this  stigma  of 
underpay,  a  movement  that  has  resulted  in  salaries  more 
nearly  commensurate  with  the  increased  cost  of  living. 
In  Massachusetts  it  has  taken  the  form  of  state  legislation 
providing  a  minimum  salary  of  $550  per  year  for  all 
teachers  in  communities  not  exempt  from  the  applica- 
tion of  the  law.  The  committee  of  this  town  have  risen  to 
the  opportunity  presented  by  this  new  law  and  has  estab- 
lished a  new  schedule  of  salaries  for  grade  teachers.  Start- 
ing with  the  minimum  established  by  law,deservingteach- 
ers  may  expect  to  pass  by  yearly  increments  of  fifty  dollars 
to  a  maximum  salary  of  $800.  This  action  of  the  commit- 
tee should  in  a  large  measure  help  to  solve  the  teachers' 
problem  of  meeting  obligations  promptly  and  so  give  us  a 
more  contented  and  more  loyal  corps  of  workers.  It  should 
enable  teachers  to  avail  themselves  of  opportunities  for 
professional  reading  and  study  that  they  may  become 
more  proficient  in  their  chosen  occupation.  There  is  every 
reason  to  believe  that  we  should  have  speedily  tangible 
evidence  of  this  increased  proficiency  in  the  form  of  bet- 
ter teaching  and  more  satisfactory  results. 

As  another  step  forward  the  committee  of  this  town 
have  united  with  the  committee  of  East  Bridgewater  in 
employing  a  supervisor  of  sewing,  who  gives  one-half  of 
her  time  to  the  schools  of  each  town.  Miss  Ida  D.  Runnels, 
until  this  year  a  teacher  in  our  grade  schools,  has  bden 
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selected  as  supervisor  of  this  newly  introduced  subject. 
Miss  Runnels  takes  up  this  work  after  special  preparation 
following  successful  teaching  of  the  subject  to  limited 
groups  of  girls  in  our  own  schools.  The  course  as  out- 
lined for  the  present  year  differs  in  aim  and  accomplish- 
ment from  the  courses  usually  offered  in  the  public 
schools.  Through  a  study  of  color  harmony  the  pupil  is 
gradually  led  to  acquire  good  taste  in  selecting  materials 
for  her  garment  and  in  choosing  a  pattern  adapted  to  her 
form  and  to  the  material  selected.  The  different  steps  of 
adjusting  the  pattern,  cutting  out  the  garment,  basting, 
sewing  and  finishing  are  taken  up  in  order,  until  at  the 
end  of  the  year  each  girl  taking  the  course  has  a  finished 
dress  as  her  product  for  the  year.  In  addition  to  this,  the 
girl  is  taught  how  to  care  for  the  dress  after  finishing  and 
how  to  repair  the  garment.  Mothers  of  the  girls  taking 
this  course  are  requested  to  visit  the  classes  and  to  confer 
with  Miss  Runnels  who  will  be  only  to  glad  to  explain  to 
them  any  part  of  the  plan  not  thoroughly  understood. 

The  first  group  of  eighth  grade  pupils  to  be  promoted 
to  the  High  school  under  our  new  system  of  promotion, 
were  admitted  to  the  school  last  September.  According 
to  reports  received  from  the  school  the  pupils  have  done 
well  in  nearly  every  instance  and  some  are  credited  with 
a  superior  quality  of  work.  It  is  hoped  that  each  year  we 
can  promote  an  increasingly  larger  proportion  of  the 
grade. 

The  work  in  drawing  continues  along  the  same  line  as 
in  previous  years.  In  his  report  to  me  the  supervisor  says : 
"At  the  teachers'  meetings  held  each  month  the  plans  for 
drawing  work  for  the  "coming  month  have  been  given  out 
with  careful  directions  for  presenting  the  work  to  the 
pupils.  The  results  obtained,  month  by  month,  have  been 
very  creditable. 

"The  teachers  are  well-equipped  for  teaching  the  sub- 
ject by  the  excellent  training  they  receive  in  the  different 
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normal  schools  in  the  state,  a  fact  which  helps  immensely 
in  making  the  plan  a  success." 

The  Howard  High  school  is  becoming  more  and  more 
an  important  factor  in  the  educational  system  of  the  town. 
It  is  a  matter  for  regret,  however,  that  more  of  our  citi- 
zens are  not  taking  advantage  of  the  opportunities  offered 
by  the  school.  A  few  people,  influenced  by  the  specious 
argument  that  a  general  high  school  training  is  not  neces- 
sary for  good  positions  in  the  business  world  and  that 
there  is  a  short  route  to  such  positions,  have  taken  their 
children  fro  mthe  school.  Too  early  specialization  in  busi- 
ness subjects  means  that  the  child  enters  upon  his  career 
with  a  foundation  of  general  training  too  meager  to  in- 
sure any  considerable  advancement  in  his  chosen  field. 
He  soon  reaches  the  maximum  of  efficiency  and  finds  him- 
self in  a  blind  alley,  with  little  or  no  hope  for  promotion. 
His  only  cours  is  a  somewhat  ignoble  retreat,  with  the 
opportunity  for  a  new  start  based  upon  a  better  and 
broader  foundation. 

For  a  detailed  statement  of  the  work  of  the  school  dur- 
ing the  past  year  I  refer  you  to  the  following  report  of 
Principal  Smith : 

REPORT  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 

Howard  High  School,  West  Bridgewater,  Mass., 

December  30,  1918. 

Mr.  E.  H.  Grout,  Supt.  of  Schools, 

My  dear  Mr.  Grout : — It  give  me  great  pleasure  to  hand 
you  my  second  annual  report  as  principal  of  the  Howard 
High  school.  c 

Since  my  last  report  many  things  have  happened  which 
have  had  an  important  bearing  on  our  school.  Our  efforts 
to  raise  the  standard  of  our  work  and  to  maintain  our 
certificate  privileges  have  met  with  very  gratifying  sue- 


cess.  Last  June  we  obtained  the  special  certificate  privi- 
lege of  Cornell  and  Syracuse  universities,  and  a  short  time 
before  we  had  the  pleasure  of  having  our  certificate  to 
Normal  schools  accepted  in  Class  A.  We  now  have  all 
the  certificate  privileges  that  are  granted  to  any  high 
school  in  the  state.  Our  Commercial  department  has 
been  reorganized  and  greatly  improved  so  that  our  grad- 
uates now  obtain  good  positions  upon  completing  their 
course.  Two  of  our  graduates  of  last  year  immediately 
obtained  positions  at  good  salaries,  and  have  since  had 
two  increases  in  salaries  because  of  the  excellence  of  their 
work.  The  Science  department  has  been  improved  by 
the  addition  of  new  apparatus  and  up-to-date  text  books. 
Under  the  guidance  of  Miss  Turner  the  work  in  this  de- 
partment has  been  of  the  best  and  the  courses  are  popu- 
lar. 

Last  June  we  graduated  a  class  of  eighteen,  the  largest 
in  the  history  of  the  school.  Of  these  eighteen  six  went 
on  to  higher  institutions,  four  others  were  prepared  to 
enter  college  and  had  had  their  certificates  accepted,  but 
were  unable  to  go  because  of  financial  difficulties  or  be- 
cause of  death  in  the  family  obliging  them  to  go  to  work. 
Of  the  others,  all  but  one  secured  good  positions  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  school. 

At  the  opening  of  school  this  September  we  had  an  en- 
rollment of  105,  distributed  asfollows: 

Seniors,  20 
Juniors,  20 
Sophomores,  25 
Freshmen,       .  40 
Two  changes  were  made  in  the  Faculty  to  take  the 
place  of  Miss  Longfellow  and  Miss  Zahn  who  resigned 
last  June. 

Miss  Hildegard  L  St.  Onge,  a  graduate  of  Boston  Uni- 
versity, has  the  classes  in  Latin  and  French.  Miss  St.  Onge 
came  to  us  highly  recommended  and  has  demonstrated 
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her  worth  in  the  short  time  she  has  been  with  us.  Her 
classes  are  popular  and  the  work  in  French  is  being  con- 
ducted almost  entirely  in  that  tongue. 

Miss  Amy  S.  Damon,  a  graduate  of  Mt.  Holyoke  col- 
lege, has  the  classes  in  English  and  Ancient  history  Miss 
Damon  has  been  a  success  from  the  start  and  has  inspired 
her  pupils  with  a  zeal  for  their  work.  For  the  first  time 
Ancient  history  is  a  popular  subject,  and  there  are  en- 
rolled in  the  class  more  than  twice  the  number  of  last 
year. 

A  larger  number  of  pupils  than  usual  chose  the  college 
course  this  year,  although  there  was  an  increase  also  in 
the  Commercial  department. 

The  Commercial  department  under  the  guidance  of 
Miss  Maude  Metcalf  has  shown  marked  improvement  in 
methods  and  quality  of  work.  Each  class  in  typewriting 
now  has  practice  periods  supervised  by  the  teacher,  and 
arrangements  have  been  made  by  which  each,member  of 
the  advanced  class  in  stenography  in  turn  has  an  oppor- 
tunity to  take  the  dictation  of  the  principal  and  do  the 
clerical  work  of  the  office,  thus  providing  very  valuable 
and  practical  experience. 

The  school  has  been  very  active  in  all  the  war  work 
which  has  been  added  to  our  other  duties.  We  are  a 
100%  high  school  on  War  Savings  Stamps  and  on  Junior 
Red  Cross  membership.  We  have  contributed  liberally  to 
the  United  War  Fund,  and  have  collected  over  400  books 
for  the  War  Library  Association.  Many  oi  our  older  girls 
have  acted  as  solicitors  in  the  War  Pledge  drives  and  the 
last  two  Liberty  Loan  campaigns.  Nothing  in  these  lines 
has  been  asked  of  the  pupils  that  has  not  met  with  a  most 
enthusiastic  response.  We  are  constantly  making  scrap 
books  for  the  soldiers  and  sailors  in  the  hospitals.  , 

Our  record  on  War  Savings  Stamps  owned  by  the  pupils 
is  worthy  of* special  mention.  The  following  figures  will 
give  an  idea  of  the  extent  to  which  the  thrift  idea  has 
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taken  hold  of  our  boys  and  girls : 

The  pupils  of  the  school  have  purchased  for  their  own 
Thrift  and  War  Savings  Stamps  to  the  value  of  $1,037.75, 
which  means  an  average  for  each  pupil  of  $10.58 — a  very- 
creditable  record,  which  has  been  complimented  by  Mr. 
Eldon  B.  Keith,  county  chairman,  and  also  by  the  Central 
Committee  in  Boston.  The  sum  of  $173.50  was  given  by 
the  school  for  the  United  War  Fund  in  their  recent  drive. 

This  school  year  has  been  much  broken  up  and  the  con- 
tinuity and  effectiveness  of  our  work ,  has  been  much 
hindered.  The  influenza  epidemic  caused  us  a  loss  of 
three  weeks  during  which  the  school  was  closed.  In  addi- 
tion to  this  much  time  has  been  lost  by  the  illness  of 
teachers.  Substitutes  are  scarce  and  so  the  work  has 
suffered.  The  extra  peace  holidays  have  also  contributed 
to  the  general  demoralization  of  school  functions.  How- 
ever, the  spirit  of  the  pupils  has  been  excellent  and  they 
have  responded  with  a  will  to  our  efforts  to  make  up  lost 
time  and  work.  They  have  voted  to  work  extra  periods 
and  to  double  up  in  certain  subjects  in  order  to  get  as 
much  done  as  possible.  This  spirit  cannot  be  commended 
too  highly. 

The  teachers  are  hard-working  and  enthusiastic  thor- 
oughly interested  and  loyal.  The  success  of  the  school  is 
due  in  the  highest  degree  to  their  splendid  co-operation 
and  interest.  We  are  a  large  family,  each  one  striving  to 
make  the  whole  as  efficient  as  possible  and  doing  it  in  a 
pleasant  manner. 

We  regret  that  we  have  not  seen  the  superintendent  of 
schools  and  the  president  of  the  Trustees  more  often,  but 
we  know  they  are  keenly  alive  to  our  welfare  and  we 
have  many  tangible  evidences  of  their  desire  to  promote 
the  progress  and  efficiency  of  the  school.  For  all  the  past 
evidences  of  this  interest  we  express  our  gratitude  and 
know  that  they  will  do  all  in  their  power  for  us  in  the 
future.  *  ' 
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This  coming  year  we  intend  to  make  our  work  in  Eng- 
lish stronger  and  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  our  Com- 
mercial department.  We  have  every  reason  to  believe 
that  this  school  year,  in  spite  of  its  handicaps,  will  be  the 
best  the  school  has  had.

In  closing  this  report  I  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  fact 
that  because  of  the  influenza  epidemic  the  work  of  our 
schools  during  the  present  school  year  must  of  necessity 
fall  somewhat  short  of  our  usual  accomplishment.  Four 
weeks  have  been  lost  outright.  Of  this  time  we  shall  en- 
deavor to  make  up  two  weeks  by  shortened  vacation 
periods.  It  does  not  seem  wise,  however,  to  gain  more 
time  through  Saturday  sessions,  or  by  extending  the 
school  year  beyond  the  first  of  July.  The  best  we  can  do 
is  to  recognize  the  situation  as  it  is  and  consider  this  as  an 
unavoidably  shortened  year. 

It  is  but  fair  to  the  teachers  to  say  that  they- have  met 
the  unusual  situation  courageously,  and  that  they  are  do- 
ing all  in  their  power  to  make  the  year's  work  as  success- 
ful as  possible.

Following  out  the  system  adopted  by  the  Town  in  1917, 
the  Town  Accountant  renders  a  report  of  all  the  financial 
transactions  of  the  Town  under  the  direction  of  the  Bureau 
of  Statistics.  We  believe  that  this  system  as  carried  on  so 
efficiently  by  Mr.  Arthur  C.  Peckham,  the  Town  Accountant, 
is  a  vast  improvement  over  the  former  system  of  accounts. 
Under  this  system  the  State  audits  the  accounts,  which 
automatically  abolishes  the  office  of  Town  Auditor. 

This  year  a  new  heating  system  has  been  installed  in  the 
Town  Hall  and  offices  which  works  satisfactorily.  Two  gas 
ranges  have  been  installed  in  the  kitchen.  While  the  general 
condition  of  the  hall  is  good,  some  repairs  to  the  building  are 
necessary  and  we  have  recommended  the  appropriation  with 
this  in  mind.

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ABSTRACT  FROM  CHAPTER  99  OF  THE  REVISED 
LAWS  OF  MASSACHUSETTS. 

Sec.  3.  Physicians  and  midwives  shall,  within  forty-eight 
hours  after  the  birth  of  every  child  in  cases  of  which  they 
were  in  charge,  mail  or  deliver  to  the  clerk  or  registrar  of 
the  city  or  town  in  which  the  birth  occurred  a  notice  stating 
the  date  and  place  of  the  birth,  giving  the  street  number  if 
any,  color  and  the  family  name.  They  shall  within  fifteen 
days  after  the  birth,  mail  or  deliver  to  the  clerk  or  registrar 
of  the  city  or  town  in  which  the  birth  occurred  a  report  of 
the  birth,  stating  the  date  and  place,  the  name,  if  any  of  the 
child,  its  sex  and  color,  and  the  names,  ages,  places  of  birth, 
occupations  and  residences  of  the  parents,  giving  the  street 
number,  if  there  be  any,  and  the  number  of  the  ward  in  a 
city,  the  maiden  name  of  the  mother,  if  the  full  return  is  not 
made  within  the  forty-eight  hours. 

The  fee  of  the  physician  or  midwife  shall  be  .twenty-five 
cents  for  each  birth  so  reported.  A  physician  or  midwife 
who  neglects  to  report  each  birth  within  forty-eight  hours  or 
fifteen  days  thereafter,  shall  for  each  offence  forfeit  a  sum 
not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars. 

Sec.  6.  Parents  within  forty  days  after  the  birth  of  a 
child  and  every  householder  within  forty  days  after  a  birth 
in  his  house,  shall  cause  notice  thereof  to  be  given  to  the 
clerk  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  such  child  is  born. 

The  facts  required  for  record,  as  stated  in  section  3,  shall 
so  far  as  known  or  obtainable,  be  included  in  every  notice 
given  under  the  provision  of  this  section. 

Sec.  8.  A  parent,  or  other  persons,  who  by  section  6  is 
required  to  give,  or  cause  to  be  given,  notice  of  a  birth  or 
death,  who  neglects  to  do  so  for  ten  days  after  the  time 
limited  therefor,  shall  forfeit  not  more  than  five  dollars  for 
each  offence. 
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Sec.  24.  The  Town  Clerk  will  furnish  blanks  for  returns 
of  births  to  parents,  householders,  physicians  and  midwives 
who  apply  therefor.

The  beginning  of  a  new  year  finds  us  endowed  with  new 
cares  and  larger  responsibilities.  We  can  now  keep  in  touch 
with  every  child  who  begins  his  school  life  with  us,  continu- 
ing under  our  care  and  guidance  until  he  graduates  from  our 
High  school,  well  equipped,  I  trust,  to  enter  college  without 
examination  of  any  kind,  ready  to  enter  upon  a  professional 
life,  or  to  assume  business  or  commercial  duties. 

Through  the  earnest  endeavors  and  excellent  judgment  of 
our  superintendent  we  have  been  able  to  keep  the  ranks  of 
our  teachers  filled  as  usual  with  desirable  teachers,  a  blessing 
that  does  not  come  to  all. 

Mindful  of  the  increased  cost  of  labor  and  material  we 
have  striven  to  observe  economy  in  all  that  concerned  school 
repairs.  The  reshingling  of  the  Center  Grammar  school 
seemed  to  us  at  once  wise  and  imperative. 

Again  I  would  emphasize  the  closing  words  of  our  last 
year's  report.  Parents  are  especially  invited  to  visit  schools. 
The  relation  between  parent  and  teacher  should  be  most 
intimate,  affording  a  mutual  assistance  in  the  work  of  the 
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school  room,  and  a  corresponding  better  development  of  child 
life  in  the  home.

Twenty-eighth  Annual  Report  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools* 


To  the  School  Committee  of  West  Bridgewater,  Mass. : 

The  one  big  problem  confronting  the  superintendent  of 
schools  today  is  that  of  providing  a  corps  of  teachers  ade- 
quately trained  for  the  teaching  profession.  From  statistics 
compiled  early  in  the  present  school  year,  it  was  estimated 
that  throughout  the  country  there  was  a  shortage  of  30,000 
teachers  and  that  50,000  schools  were  being  taught  by  teach- 
ers without  adequate  training  or  experience. 

During  the  past  year  the  schools  of  West  Bridgewater 
have  experienced  an  unusual  number  of  changes  in  the 
teaching  force.  Seven  of  the  fifteen  grade  teachers  in  ser- 
vice one  year  ago  have  resigned  their  positions  in  our  schools. 
Some  of  the  vacancies  thus  occasioned  were  filled  by  trans- 
fer of  teachers  from  other  schools  in  town.  As  a  result  of 
this  arrangement  only  four  of  our  grade  teachers  are  today 
holding  positions  they  occupied  one  year  ago.  This  lack  of 
permanency  in  our  teaching  force  makes  it  difficult  to  pre- 
serve the  traditions  for  loyalty,  good  behavior  and  diligence 
that  our  schools  have  hitherto  enjoyed.  That  these  qualities 
have  been  preserved  to  an  unusual  degree  speaks  well  for  the 
efforts  of  our  teachers  to  adjust  themselves  to  new  condi- 
tions.   The  suggestions  made  by  your  superintendent  in 
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teachers'  meetings  and  in  personal  interviews  with  individual 
teachers  have  been  carefully  observed. 

In  my  last  report  reference  was  made  to  state  legislation 
providing  for  a  minimum  salary  of  $550  per  year  for  all 
teachers  in  communities  not  exempt  from  the  provisions  of 
the  law.  Since  that  time  additional  legislation  has  been 
enacted  whereby  a  portion  of  the  State  Income  Tax  is  distri- 
buted for  the  purpose  of  improving  the  public  schools  of  the 
state.  Section  three  of  this  new  act  provides  that  "for  each 
person  employed  for  full-time  service  for  the  entire  school 
year  as  teacher,  supervisor,  principal,  assistant  superintend- 
ent, or  superintendent  of  schools,  the  city  or  town  shall  be 
reimbursed  as  follows: 

(1)  ' 1  Two  hundred  dollars  for  every  such  person  who  has 
received  as  salary  not  less  than  eight  hundred  and  fifty  dol- 
lars and  who  is  a  graduate  of  an  approved  normal  school  or 
college  and  has  had  at  least  two  years'  teaching  experience 
or  who  possesses  preparation  and  teaching  experience  accep- 
ted in  lieu  thereof. 

(2)  "One hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  every  such  person, 
not  included  in  the  foregoing  classification,  who  has  received 
as  salary  not  less  than  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  and 
(a)  who  has  satisfactorily  completed  one  year  of  professional 
training  in  an  approved  normal  school  or  teachers'  training 
school,  and  has  had  at  least  three  years  of  teaching  experi- 
ence; or  (b)  is  a  graduate  of  an  approved  normal  school  or 
college,  and  has  had  at  least  one  year  of  teaching  experience; 
or  (c)  who  possesses  preparation  and  teaching  experience 
accepted  in  lieu  of  either  of  the  foregoing  requirements  in 
this  paragraph. 

(b)  "  One  hundred  dollars  for  every  such  person,  not  in- 
cluded in  either  paragraphs  (1)  or  (2),  who  has  received  as 
salary  not  less  than  six  hundred  and  fifty  dollars." 

Provision  is  also  made  for  reimbursement  of  the  town  for 
teachers  employed  for  less  than  full-time  service. 
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There  is  also  a  supplementary  reimbursement  for  cities  and 
towns  in  which  the  valuation  of  real  and  personal  property, 
when  divided  by  the  net  average  membership  of  the  public 
day  schools,  gives  a  quotient  less  than  forty-five  hundred 
dollars.  This  supplementary  reimbursement  is  intended  as 
additional  help  for  places  having  a  relatively  low  valuation 
together  with  a  relatively  large  number  of  pupils. 

In  the  distribution  made  last  November  the  town  of  West 
Bridgewater  received  nearly  eleven  hundred  dollars-  In 
order  that  the  town  might  share  to  the  fullest  extent  in  the 
distribution  for  the  present  year  and  that  the  teachers  might 
have  a  compensation  more  nearly  adequate  to  their  needs, 
the  Committee  voted  a  new  schedule  of  salaries  retro-active 
to  September  first.  To  this  increase  in  teachers'  salaries  is 
due  a  considerable  portion  of  the  increased  appropriation 
asked  by  the  Committee  for  the  present  year.  Because  of  the 
new  salary  schedule  adopted  by  the  Committee  and  the  fact 
that  high  school  teachers'  salaries  become  a  factor  in  the 
reimbursement  this  year,  the  town's  share  in  the  next  distri- 
bution will  approximate  six  thousand  dollars. 

Though  the  salaries  of  our  teachers  have  been  increased 
very  materially  during  the  past  year  they  are  still  much  be- 
low the  salaries  paid  in  surrounding  towns.  They  are  not 
large  enough  to  attract  teachers  already  at  work,  whenever  a 
vacancy  occurs  on  our  force,  nor  are  they  sufficient,  in  gen- 
eral, to  hold  teachers  more  than  a  year  or  two.  Because  of 
these  frequent  changes  in  the  teaching  force  the  work  of  the 
superintendent  is  made  exceedingly  difficult.  The  new 
teachers  need  much  help  in  adjusting  themselves  to  their 
new  conditions,  at  just  the  time,  perhaps,  when  the  superin- 
tendent is  busy  filling  vacancies.  The  town  of  West  Bridge- 
water  suffers  no  worse  in  this  respect  than  other  towns  in 
the  state,  as  it  is  only  one  of  many  that  serve  as  training 
places  for  the  larger  towns  and  cities. 

Such  conditions,  however,  should  not  exist.    Some  solu- 
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tion  must  be  found  for  the  problem  of  equalizing  educational 
opportunities,  at  least  so  far  as  they  can  be  equalized  by  the 
quality  and  stability  of  the  teaching  force.  The  time  must 
come  when  it  will  no  longer  be  possible  for  a  town  or  city  to 
take  at  one  time  twenty-five  per  cent  of  a  town's  grade 
teachers  for  its  own  schools.  The  nation  is  becoming  aroused 
to  the  danger  that  threatens  from  the  present  teacher  short- 
age and  from  the  unscrupulous  manner  in  which  teachers  are 
lured  from  one  school  system  into  another. 

At  the  risk  of  tiresome  repetition  it  must  be  said  that  the 
peak  has  not  yet  been  reached  in  the  cost  of  living,  even 
though  there  are  predictions  for  some  reductions  during  1920 
and  1921;  nor  has  the  movement  of  teachers  out  of  the  pro- 
fession been  checked.  Attractive  offers  are  being  made  to 
teachers  to  accept  positions  in  commerce  and  the  industries 
which  provide  not  only  better  salaries  but  better  working 
conditions  than  the  classroom  can  offer.  Likewise,  the  con- 
ditions which  attract  teachers  away  from  their  profession 
operate  to  decrease  the  enrolment  at  normal  schools  and  in 
the  college  departments  of  education.  Such  conditions  must 
exist  until  the  salary  and  living  conditions  of  the  teacher  are 
made  as  attractive  as  those  offered  in  the  business  and  indus- 
trial world. 

The  law  relating  to  compulsory  school  attendance  has  been 
amended  by  striking  out  the  word  '  'fourth"  and  substituting 
the  word  "sixth."  Under  this  new  provision  every  child 
under  sixteen  years  of  age,  who  does  not  possess  such  ability 
to  read,  write  and  spell  in  the  English  language  as  is  required 
for  the  completion  of  the  sixth  grade,  must  attend  school 
during  the  entire  time  the  public  schools  are  in  session.  The 
law  became  effective  last  October  but  does  not  apply  to  those 
who  had  previously  obtained  employment  certificates.  This 
amendment  is  in  harmony  with  the  findings  of  the  Children's 
Bureau  in  their  stay-in-schools  campaigns  carried  out  last 
year.    The  report  says  in  part:  ' 1  Communities  are  becoming

awakened  to  the  needs  of  the  working  child.  They  have  dis- 
covered that  the  million  or  more  children  under  sixteen  who 
leave  school  each  year  to  go  to  work  are  not  forced  into  work 
by  poverty;  many  of  them  are  unaware  of  the  advantage  of 
an  education  or  are  moved  simply  by  youthful  restlessness  or 
distaste  for  school.  They  have  found  that  many  children 
begin  their  working  lives  with  only  a  scant  educational  equip- 
ment and  before  they  have  had  a  chance  to  develop  physically. 
They  are  more  and  more  becoming  aware  of  the  waste  of 
early  employment  and  are  recognizing  the  fact  that  every 
child  who  goes  to  work  prematurely  contributes  to  ill  health, 
industrial  inefficiency,  unemployment,  low  wages,  poverty, 
and  illiteracy/ ' 

These  are  strong  words  but  none  too  strong  to  describe  the 
situation  as  it  really  is,  and  as  we  see  it,  in  a  measure,  in  our 
own  community.  Investigation  reveals  the  fact  that  many 
of  our  boys  and  girls  leaving  school  at  the  age  of  fourteen 
are  not  forced  into  worfc  by  poverty,  but  their  earning  capac- 
ity is  exploited  to  swell  the  family  income.  Children  brought 
up  with  the  thought  that  they  are  to  become  wage  earners  as 
soon  as  the  law  permits,  lose  interest  in  school  work  and 
acquire  habits  of  indolence  which  follow  them  into  their 
iudustrial  life.  Such  persons  can  not  hold  their  positions  for 
any  length  of  time  and  return  frequently  to  the  superinten- 
dent's office  for  new  employment  certificates. 

The  work  in  sewing  in  our  schools  seems  to  meet  a  need  in 
this  community,  though  the  exhibit  held  during  the  year  did 
not  receive  the  recognition  it  deserved.  About  one  hundred 
girls  completed  their  dresses  and  deserve  considerable  praise 
for  the  quality  of  their  work.  The  course  has  been  extended 
to  the  High  school  this  year  and  machine  stitching  is  being 
introduced.  Three  sewing  machines  have  been  purchased 
for  use  of  the  different  classes,  in  both  grade  and  high  school 
work. 

During  the  past  year  our  schools  have  been  changed  over 


to  an  eight  grade  system  and  in  the  future  pupils  will  pass 
directly  from  this  the  eighth  grade  into  the  High  school. 
Some  of  the  pupils,  though  completing  their  grammar  grade 
work  with  credit,  seem  slightly  immature  on  taking  up  high 
school  work,  though  the  percentage  of  failures  is  but  little, 
if  any,  greater  than  in  the  upper  classes.  The  difficulty  is 
largely  one  of  adjustment,  a  difficulty  that  has  always  exis- 
ted in  classes  passing  from  the  grades  to  the  High  school. 
Succeeding  classes,  however,  should  experience  less  difficulty 
in  making  the  transfer  from  one  school  to  the  other,  as  we 
have  introduced  a  measure  of  departmental  work  into  the 
seventh  and  eighth  grades.  These  pupils  in  their  grammar 
school  work  are  gradually  becoming  accustomed  to  high 
school  organization  and  methods  of  procedure.  The  socialized 
recitation  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  is  being  conducted 
successfully  and  is  developing  in  our  boys  and  girls  a  spirit  of 
self-reliance  and  responsibility  in  schoolroom  management. 
To  such  an  extent  has  this  sense  of  responsibility  been  devel- 
oped that  pupils,  on  their  own  volition,  carry  on  the  work  of 
the  recitation  when  the  teacher's  attention  is  necessarily 
directed  to  other  matters.  It  is  hoped  that  this  form  of  reci- 
tation, which  has  already  been  tried  successfully  in  some  of 
our  high  school  work,  can  become  an  established  practice 
throughout  the  school. 

For  a  statement  of  the  work  and  needs  of  the  High  school 
you  are  referred  to  the  report  of  Principal  Smith.  It  is  un- 
fortunate that  the  attempt  to  establish  a  course  in  Domestic 
Science  encountered  so  many  obstacles  at  the  very  beginning. 
Every  effort  was  made  to  provide  suitable  equipment,  but 
here  we  were  confronted  with  the  same  shortage  of  material 
that  men  in  the  business  and  industrial  world  are  experienc- 
ing. Orders  were  placed  for  equipment  early  enough  to 
ensure  delivery  for  use  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  in  Sep- 
tember, but  delivery  was  postponed  week  after  week  until  a 
considerable  part  of  the  school  year  had  passed.    Because  of 
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this  inauspicious  beginning  it  has  seemed  best  to  discontinue 
the  course  for  the  balance  of  the  present  year.  It  is  hoped, 
however,  that  suitable  provision  can  be  made  for  the  course 
next  year.  As  recommended  by  the  principal,  we  should 
employ  a  teacher  especially  trained  for  this  work  and  arrange 
such  a  program  as  would  open  the  course  to  a  larger  number 
of  pupils. 


REPORT  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL. 
My  dear  Mr.  Grout: 

I  herewith  hand  you  my  third  annual  report  as  Principal  of 
the  Howard  High  School,  and  the  first  since  the  school  be- 
came a  town  high  school. 

Since  my  last  report  we  have  graduated  a  class  of  18.  Of 
this  number  ten  were  prepared  and  ready  to  enter  higher 
institutions.  Eight  actually  entered  on  the  school  certificate 
but  two  were  obliged,  for  financial  reasons,  to  postpone  their 
college  work  until  next  September.  The  remaining  eight 
secured  good  positions  in  the  business  world  and  have  been 
successful. 

At  the  close  of  school  last  June  we  had  78  pupils  enrolled 
in  the  three  remaining  classes.  Of  this  number  two  moved 
to  Brockton  and  thus  were  prevented  from  returning  to  us. 
Out  of  the  remaining  76  pupils  73  returned  to  school  when  it 
opened  in  September.  This  means  that  we  retained  over 
96%  of  our  pupils,  a  record  of  which  we  are  justly  proud, 
and  one  which  can  be  surpassed  by  very  few  schools  any- 
where in  the  State.  In  the  entering  class  there  were  51 
pupils  giving  us  a  total  enrollment  of  126,  distributed  as  fol- 
lows:

The  rapid  growth  of  the  school  with  the  consequent  in- 
crease in  the  number  and  size  of  the  classes,  made  it  neces- 
sary to  engage  an  additional  teacher.  Miss  Mary  F.  Toland, 
a  graduate  of  Radcliffe  College,  Class  of  1919,  was  secured. 
Miss  Toland  has  had  practice  teaching  in  the  Cambridge 
High  School  and  is  well  qualified  to  carry  on  the  work  as- 
signed. We  now  have  a  faculty  of  seven  teachers  including 
the  principal. 

The  enlarged  enrollment  has  also  made  necessary  many 
changes  and  additions  in  equipment.  A  room  has  been  fitted 
up  with  new  desks  for  the  use  of  the  Senior  class;  in  the 
commercial  room  we  have  installed  new  bookkeeping  desks, 
three  new  typewriters  and  a  filing  cabinet.  In  the  physics 
laboratory  we  have  added  equipment  which  makes  it  possible 
now  to  perform  any  experiment  called  for  by  the  various  col- 
leges and  technical  schools. 

A  new  department,  that  of  Domestic  Science,  was  added 
to  our  curriculum  this  year.  Miss  Metcalf,  although  not 
trained  for  the  work,  consented  to  take  charge  of  it  and  do 
the  best  she  could.  The  course  had  to  be  divided  into  two 
sections  on  account  of  the  impossibility  of  giving  a  double 
period  to  the  work — one  section  in  cooking  and  the  other  in 
table  service.  Twenty-four  girls  elected  the  course,  twelve 
in  each  section.  The  section  in  Table  Service  has  had  only 
'three  weeks  of  work  this  year  owing  to  the  fact  that  we  have 
no  tables  and  no  dishes  to  work  with,  and  also  because  Miss 
Metcalf  is  busy  with  commercial  work  and  cannot  supervise 
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the  pupils  in  the  only  period  in  which  the  work  can  come. 
The  section  in  cooking  has  dwindled  to  six  girls  and  so  little 
actual  work  has  been  done  by  them  that  very  little  credit  can 
be  given.  Much  credit  is  due  Miss  Metcalf  for  her  untiring 
efforts  to  overcome  obstacles  and  make  the  work  of  some 
value. 

If  we  are  to  have  this  work  a  permanent  feature  I  recom- 
mend that  a  teacher  trained  in  this  line  of  work  be  engaged, 
for  it  is  impossible  for  any  of  our  regular  teachers  to  devote 
the  time  and  energy  necessary  to  the  successful  conduct  of  a 
full  course,  and  Miss  Metcalf 's  full  time  will  be  needed  in  the 
Commercial  Department  next  year. 

One  feature  of  our  school  life  which  was  begun  last  year 
as  an  experiment  has  proved  so  successful  that  it  has  been 
enlarged  and  made  a  regular  part  of  the  school  work.  I 
refer  to  the  school  orchestra.  Under  Miss  Damon's  direction 
the  orchestra  has  held  regular  practice  and  has  played  at 
several  school  functions,  meeting  with  the  enthusiastic  ap- 
proval of  all  who  have  heard  it.  The  members  now  receive 
credit  toward  graduation  for  work  done  in  the  orchestra. 

While  we  place  greatest  stress  on  the  scholastic  side  of  our 
work,  we  endeavor  to  give  our  pupils  as  much  physical  train- 
ing as  is  possible  with  our  facilities.  Our  limited  use  of  the 
gymnasium  is  proving  a  handicap  and  means  that  we  must 
turn  away  many  who  want  and  need  the  physical  work  be- 
cause we  have  to  share  the  use  of  the  gymnasium  with  the 
Seminary!  Our  girls  have  taken  a  keen  interest  in  tennis 
this  year  but  again  we  are  handicapped  in  that  we  must  share 
the  court  with  the  Seminary,  thus  limiting  us  to  two  days' 
use  of  it.  The  boys  are  kept  from  this  branch  of  sport 
entirely  because  of  restrictions  placed  upon  their  use  of  the 
court.  I  hope  that  we  may  soon  have  a  court  of  our  own  and 
develop  more  thoroughly  this  branch  of  sport.  i 

Our  athletic  teams  have  been  a  source  of  much  pride  to  us, 
not  only  because  they  have  won  many  games  but  because  of 
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the  reputation  for  good  and  clean  sportsmanship  which  they 
have  gained.  We  have  had  the  most  hearty  support  of  the 
townspeople  in  our  efforts  to  maintain  our  teams  and  keep 
sports  alive,  and  for  this  support  I  wish  to  take  this  oppor- 
tunity to  express  my  gratitude. 

The  success  of  the  high  school  is  due  to  many  causes,  but 
chief  among  these  causes  I  want  to  mention  that  of  the 
splendid  team  work  on  the  part  of  the  teachers.  All  are 
working  with  unflagging  zeal  and  untiring  efforts  for  the 
welfare  of  the  pupils  and  I  sincerely  hope  that  it  may  be 
possible  to  retain  them  in  the  service  of  the  town  for  some 
time  to  come.  Our  boys  and  girls  have  shown  the  best  sort 
of  spirit  and  it  is  due  to  their  willing  and  helpful  attitude 
that  we  are  able  to  do  so  much. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the 
members  of  the  School  Committee  for  their  kindly  and  help- 
ful interest  in  us  and  for  so  generously  supplying  our  wants 
and  thus  enabling  us  to  do  better  work.  We  appreciate  this 
co-operation  and  shall  strive  to  merit  more  of  it  in  the  future.

In  closing  this  report  I  wish  to  call  attention  to  one  or  two 
special  needs  of  the  school  system.  In  recent  years  it  has 
been  increasingly  difficult  to  find  suitable  boarding  places  for 
the  members  of  the  teaching  force.  At  times  no  home  has 
been  found  ready  to  open  its  doors  to  the  new  teacher  and  your 
superintendent  has  been  forced. to  make  his  choice  of  teach- 
ers from  among  those  who  could  live  at  home.  Under  such 
conditions  his  choice  is  necessarily  a  limited  one.  Some  com- 
munities are  solving  the  problem  by  providing  a  teacherage, 
so  called,  where  a  group  of  teachers  can  carry  on  some  form 
of  co-operative  housekeeping.    This  plan  is  worthy  of  con- 
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sideration  as  something  should  be  done  speedily  to  make  it 
possible  for  the  superintendent  to  select  his  teachers  from  a 
larger  field  of  candidates. 

With  sewing  well  established  in  our  schools,  the  girls  seem 
to  be  well  provided  for  in  the  field  of  handwork.  There 
should  be  some  form  of  manual  training  provided  for  our 
boys  and  I  recommend  that  this  matter  be  given  your  serious 
consideration. 

It  is  the  wish  of  your  superintendent  that  parents  might 
acquire  the  habit  of  visiting  school  frequently  and  thus  learn 
at  first  hand  the  real  condition  of  affairs.  Too  often  they 
rely  upon  the  more  or  less  colored  reports  brought  home  by 
their  children  and  then  visit  school  with  the  thought  of  con- 
firming these  reports.  Serious  situations  could  be  avoided  if 
there  could  be  a  closer  bond  of  union  between  the  school  and 
the  home  and  if  the  parent  could  learn  to  see  the  teachers' 
problems  as  they  really  are.
